P ortland, April 30th.—The Oregon Iron 
Works, which have been closed for over a 
year, in the hands of an assignee, were sold 
yesterday in satisfaction of a mortgage held 
by the First National Bank. Smith Bros. & 
Watson were the purchasers, and the price 
paid was 815,025. 
The weather is extremely warm. The 
thermometer marked 80° to-day. 
A young man named Charles Hayden com 
mitted suicide last night by hanging himself 
at the McKenzie bridge, in Lane county. 
The cause is not known. 
Generally trade matters are not more buoy­ 
ant than has been expected. The monetary 
supply is ample to meet the requirements of 
trade, and rates show but little appreciative 
tendency. The wheat market is very dull. 
The wool trade shows a decidedly weaker 
phase, and buyers, though quite numerous, 
display but little disposition to speculate. 
Receipts are increasing, but not to such an 
extent as was expected.

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
W ages I» be P aid on Ike C anadian Paeilic 
H allw ay—N avigation of Frazer B lvcr— 
E arly D issolution o l P a rliam e n t. 
V ictoria, April 30th.—It is officially an­ 
nounced that the following schedule of wages 
will be paid by the contractor to white labor­ 
ers engaged to work on the Canadian Pacific 
Railway in British Columbia, on the line be­ 
tween Emery’s Bor and Savona’s Ferry: 
Tunnel overseer, §125 per month; tunnel 
foreman. §75 per month ; foreman of general 
work, §75 per mouth ; foreman of track-lay- 
ers, S75 per month ; bridge overseer, §125 per 
month; timber foreman, §75 per month; 
carpenters and framers, §65 per month ; black­ 
smiths, S75 per month ; blacksmiths’ helpers, 
§55 per month ; asmen, first-class, §1 75 per 
day; sawyers, §1 75 per day ; drillers, §1 75 
per day ; single-hand drillers, §1 75 per day ; 
liar and bank men. 81 75 per day ; laborers, 
§1 50 per day. The tunnel shifts will be 
eight hours ; working time for all other labor 
ten hours per day. 
The stern-wheel steamer Western Slope has 
solved the problem of the navigation of the 
Frazer river by making regular trips from 
Victoria to Yale, bringing passengers and 
freight through in twelve hours. For twenty- 
two years passengers bound to and from the 
interior have changed boats at New West­ 
minster. This detention is now avoided. 
There are rumors of an early dissolution of 
Parliament consequent on the railway lands 
deadlock. 


THE PLANS. 
What Is Proposed to Make a New Hall of 
Records Fireproof. 
Some time ago the sentiment of the com­ 
munity was strongly expressed in favor of 
building a Kail of Records where the records 
of the county would be at least ordinarily 
secure from fire or burglary, it being ad­ 
mitted that they are now as nearly wholly 
unprotected as could well be. 
The 
Board of Supervisors accordingly ad­ 
vertised for plans, in 
order to in­ 
form itself as to what the probable 
cost would be, and also to ascertain the views 
of architects as to what they consider a safe 
building. Three plans, with specifications, 
have been submitted. Each of the three 
contemplate a buihling which would be an 
ornament. Below is given an outline of the 
main features of each plau, which will enable 
the general reader to inform himself as to 
how architects plan to make the proposed 
building secure, and give a fair idea of the 
propositions now before the Board, but upon 
which it has as yet taken no action, there 
being a decided obstacle in the way of se­ 
curing a desirable lot for a building : 
th e p lan o f n. d. g o o d ell 
Calls for a building 36 feet front by 62 feet 
deep, two stories high, the first 16 feet in the 
clear, and the second 13. It provides for a 
ten-foot central entrance, with a room either 
side 11:9 by 14:9. In the first story a gallery 
on either side—except in the two front rooms 
—half the hight of the story. The central 
portion of the building, the width of the en­ 
trance, to be open to the upper ceiling, 30 feet 
full hight. Exterior walls to be two feet 
thick to the main floor ; the two longitudinal 
center walls 16 inches thick the full hight, 
on level with the main floor, and arched 
over either way. All the exterior walls 
of the two main stories to be laid 
hollow and to be 12 inches thick, the in­ 
terior walls are to be eight inches, leaving a 
space between the two of from three to four 
inches, the full thickness of the wall to be 
two feet. 
The vacuum between the two 
walls to be well plastered with Portland 
cement. Bond-irons, 1J to } inches by 16 
inches, to be turned up at each end two 
inches and put across the vaccum between 
the walls every fifth course. All the walls 
to be anchored as specified, and eight iron 
anchor rods to run the full width of the 
building and fastened to the irons running 
the full length of the building in the wall on 
either side. Inside the building 12 cast-iron 
pilasters with cast-iron cornice, and the full 
hight of the main story 17 feet. All the 
windows to have iron shutters inside ami out­ 
side, and small iron doors to all the 
lockers below the counter shelf. 
All the 
shelving to be of J inch thick sheet- 
iron. 
The sub-sills 
to all 
windows 
to be of cast-iron. The ceilings of the two 
galleries and main ceiling to be covered with 
|-iuch thick iron. 
The stairways to be 
of wrought and cast-iron, and the gallery 
supporta and brackets to be of wrought and 
cast iron. All the windows to have stone 
sills ; the front steps to be of granite. The 
roof to be covered with tin and overlaid with 
black slate. The front windows to have 
French plate glass. Each side of the first 
story will have four windows with four lights, 
each 24x60 inches. In the second story, the 
windows to Pave each four lights 24x28 inches, 
all 26-ounce crystal. The roof to be sup­ 
ported by four main trusses and covered 
with l j-ineh redwood boards. The general 
plan of the building is that of a first story 
divided horizontally by galleries supported 
by iron pilasters and approached by 
an iron stairway from the center. The 
second story has no 
galleries. 
The 
front of the building presents the main floor 
as seven feet above the street level, with the 
entrance door at the level. The architecture 
is modem, exceedingly graceful in detail, 
and the ornamentation is chaste. There are 
four double windows, half round tops ; one 
half-length and narrower double window in 
the first story over the main arched entrance 
doorway, and above it a full-length narrowed 
window of like pattern. In each window, 
over the half-round double heads, a full arch 
springs, with ornamentation in the panel, and 
keystones are above, uniform with the cor­ 
nices of the two stories. 
The windows of 
the second story are shortened by ornamental 
panel work at the bottom. The fire-wall or­ 
namentation is betweeD four pedestals, and 
consists of a graceful open-ironwork balus­ 
trade. At the comers and between the win­ 
dows rise, the whole bight of the front, orna­ 
mental pilasters with panel work, and above 
four pairs of brackets supporting a suffi­ 
ciently overhanging plain comice. 
The 
estimated cost of the structure is §25,000. 
THE PLANS OF WM. H. HAMILTON 
Call for a front of 40 feet by 60 depth, with 
an elevation from sidewalk of 4 feet 6 inches, 
basement story, 9:9; hall of records, 28. In 
the basement story on the right of the 8-foot 
hall a front office, 12:6 by 12:6, one 12:0 by 
19:4, and one 12:6 by 21:8. On the left a 
stairway to the hall of records, a closet and 
two offices of like size with the last two on 
the opposite side. At the rear of the hall or 
corridor running through the center closets 
are cut off. The principal floor gives a hall 
ded on three sides 
35 by 55, surround 
by galle­ 


ries, approached at the rear comers by stair­ 
ways. In front, an office and a copying-room, 
10:4 by 12:6 and 11:6 by 13, connecting with 
the hall by glass doors in one case, and 
in the other cut off by rail, gate and desk. 
The gallery above is faced with a broad bal­ 
cony, protected by iron railing. The archi­ 
tecture of the building is massive Egyptian 
in character, and presents a plain front with 
a heavy arched eutranee-way in a solid 
masonry porch or vestibule, and above, three 
great arched double-windows, with pillars of 
masonry between, from which spring arches 
with miiMed cornices spanning each window. 
The sides present precisely similar views, 
with the arched spaces where windows would 
be walled up, and below, five double­ 
windows, square-topped, on each side for the 
basement story. 
J'he roof is hip, with a 
dome with hip roof and side lights. The 
specifications call for brick walls with a 
two-inch hollow spaee, the inner wall 
being four inches thick and bound to the 
outer wall with strap iron every other brick, 
and headers every fifth course, and idfsets of 
substructure every other course. Those for 
exterior faces of superstructure to have dove­ 
tail bond and colored with Venetian red, ex­ 
cept the third course above the water table. 
Water table, window sills, door sill at main 
entrance, steps, buttresses, pier caps, arch to 
entrance and pilaster bands to be of I’enryn 
granite. The main floor aud basement ceil­ 
ing to be of Hoyst’s combination rolled 
wrought-iron beams aud corrugated iron 
arches, with beams anchored, the overlay to 
be of concrete. Roof trusses of wrought- 
iron anchored to walls and overlaid with cor­ 
rugated iron of riveted and soldered joints. 
Dome perpendicular sides and ceiling ot clear 
story. Partitions in main floor to be of 
Hoyst’s patent iron lath. Stairways of 
cast-iion 
with 
wrought-iron carriages. 
Balcony flisir railing and brackets of 
cast-iron with wrought-iron bar nut and cast- 
iron washers to build in wall. Clear story- 
sash of malleable iron-door frames and casings 
on main floor to be of cast-iron and main door 
of wrought iron. Window-frames, sills, etc., 
columns of ba-e:nent story, cornice of main 
entrance, entablature, cornice, etc., of gal­ 
vanized iron, with wrought-iron stays, etc. 
All windows to have Clarke’s noiseless self- 
coiling steel shutters, with space for shut­ 
ters to coil overtop. Estimated cost, §23,000. 
THE FLANS OF WILLIAM STOKES 
Call for a brick superstructure with stone 
trimmings. The architecture is attractive. 
It is designed in the Bennaisance style. It 
calls for two stories forty by sixty feet. In 
the center of the front facade a central tower 
extends up to the roof. Over the entrance 
an ornamental portico with coupled iron col­ 
umns. The exterior walls to be faced with 
pressed brick. The roof covered with corru­ 
gated iron—No. 20, B. W. G.—secured to 
iron purlins supported by iron rafters, the 
rafters and struts secured to a cast-iron plate 
supporting the skylight. The front entrance 
steps aud buttresses of granite. The founda­ 
tion walls to rest in five-foot under­ 
pinning footings of hard-burned brick. 
The basement walls to be 27 inches 
thick to main-floor joist, thence with twenty- 
inch walls to the top. ¿Vil windows and doors 
to be properly arched, and there are to be in­ 
verted arches below all openings. All ex­ 
ternal walls are to be hollow. One brick 
from the internal face of the wrall, binders to 
be laid every three courses, and every third 
brick in this course. All external window 
trames to be of cast iron aud granite sills. All 
window shutters to be of corrugated iron 
filled in with asbestos fireproof filling. The 
main entrance doors to be constructed in the 
same manner. The portico columns to be of 
cast iron. Cast iron balustrade, and all orna­ 
ments around the window frames. Cornice 
of galvanized iron, and extending under the 
first sheet of the roof covering and riveted to 
the iron plate. ¿VII covering to lap not less 
than eight and to be riveted every six inches. 
The entrance is to be from the main facade 
through the tower, which forms a vestibule 
in the basement. Thence from a corridor by 
stairway to the second story corridor, thence 
to main hall. In main hall a gallery on three 
sides with a platform in one corner at the 
foot of the stairs to the gallery for the Re­ 
corder’s desk overlooking all the kali, And the 
copying-room entrance. The copying-room 
to be in front or on the plane of the gallery. 
The plans show the basement story to be 
longitudinally pierced by a seven-foot corri­ 
dor with the stairway and a lavatory on .the 
right, and in their rear two offices 13 by 20 
and 13 by 19. Opposite are two offices 13 by 
28 and 13 by 24:6, with two closets between. 
The main hall of records by this plau would 
be 36 feet 3 inches by 39 feet 6 inches, with 
a gallery on three full sides and partly 
on a fourth. 
The sub-basement will be 
filled in with earth and covered with broken 
rock five inches thick and over a 3-inch layer 
of concrete, aud on top an Oregon pine floor. 
The main staircase iu the corridor to be of 
wood. The front presents a tower with a 
central double window over the portico, and 
the main front a like window in each story 
on either side the tower. On the level 
of the gallery-floor the front is recessed to the 
back line of the tower and has on either side 
a single window. The basement story lias 
two double windows on either side. The 
cornices are plain, sufficiently overhung and 
are in keeping with the style of the building. 
Estimated cost §23,000. 


ITEMS OF MINING NEWS. 
On Tuesday the Raymond ft Ely mill 
was closed down, in obedience to orders 
from San Francisco. 
It is proposed by a number of Eastern 
capitalists to incorporate smelting works 
and samplers in Eureka, Nev. 
The Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, in reply to a letter from Park City, 
Utah, says he knows of no law which ex­ 
empts unpatented mining property from 
execution, and that the United States 
mining law does not prohibit the same 
party from holding more than one claim on 
the same lode. 
Considerable damage was done to the 
different ditches in Butte county by the 
recent storms. 
The Feather River and 
Ophir Company lost several flumes, and had 
slides which filled the ditch and caused 
several washouts. It wilf probably require 
two weeks’ time to make the necessary re­ 
pairs and get the water running through 
again. 
There is a man who lives at Tacoma, \V. 
T., says a Seattle paper, who has been in 
the habit of going up to the hea l-waters of 
the Skagit every summer, remaining there 
for months, for the last three years. Al­ 
though often questioned as to the object of 
these annual trips, nothing definite could 
be learned. Three years ago he was a poor 
man ; to-day he owns property in several 
cities around the Sound, and has lately, 
through his agents, been purchasing prop­ 
erty here. Last fall he was seen with a 
large purse of gold dust, but refused to tell 
from whence it came. It is surmised, how­ 
ever, that his sudden prosperity is due to 
liis knowledge of rich diggings on the head­ 
waters of the Skagit, ami that somewhere 
in the Cascades he has a hidden bonanza. 
If he goe3 up there this summer the boys 
propose to do a little detective business. 


School-B oy D ro w ned .—The following 
is from the Stockton Herald of April 29th : 
Two boys, half-brothers, named Joseph 
Ward and James Judge, ran away from 
school yesterday afternoon and went in 
swimming in the Calaveras river, north of 
Good W ater grove. Joseph Ward waded 
out into the stream a few feet, and being 
unaware of the condition of the channel, 
stepped off into a deep place several feet 
over his head. A strong current was run­ 
ning and eddying around, and he was un­ 
able to strike out and save himself. He 
sank and rose twice, and then went down 
out of sight. His brother came to town 
and reported the sad affair, and a party 
went out to recover the body, but last 
evening were unable to find it. This 
morning J. M. Hogan procured grappling 
hooks and a boat and took another party 
out to recover the body. This effort was 
also unsuccessful. The parents of the hoy 
are in destitute circumstances, and as this 
is the third child that they have lost within 
less than a year, their condition is very 
distressing.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 


PRACTICAL INFORMATION FOR 
THE 
FARMER AND THE ORCHARDI3T.

THE HAY CROP. 
We have heard it suggested by some that 
the hay crop of 1880 in California was likely 
to be short, and that consequently hay would 
probably be dear the next winter. The rea­ 
son for this opinion as given is that the hay 
crop along the rivers, especially the alfalfa 
crop, will he very short on account of the 
high water, which will kill off the alfalfa and 
remain on the land so late as to prevent the 
growth of natural grasses. There is no doubt 
that the crop of alfalfa will be curtailed to 
some considerable extent in consequence of 
high water; but while this will be true it is 
also true that the season is very favorable for 
good crops of hay of all kinds iu all other 
sections of the State. We believe hay will 
he as plenty this year as any year within the 
past ten, and will be as cheap. Yet we would 
advise all who have hay of any kind, or 
straw, to cut and save it. We would give 
this advice at all times and under all circum­ 
stances. There is nothing gained by wasting 
anything that grows on a farm. Let 
everything 
be taken care of, 
and 
laid 
by 
for 
the 
time 
of 
need. 
It would be a good stroke of economy for 
every farmer who has stock, to calculate to 
keep over each year one-fourth as much hay 
as he feeds. Then in case ot an unexpected 
long and cold winter, such as the past has 
been, the intended surplus would come in 
play. The past winter has been an usually' 
long and tedious one, and very few farmers 
will have any hay left over. Such we know 
to be particularly the case with the river 
fanners. And when the April rains and 
high waters came and covered up their grow­ 
ing crops of alfalfa, they had nothing to feed. 
The result has been in many instances that 
they have been compelled to remove their 
stock at great expense and loss. Had they 
kept a surplus, as we suggest, this loss and 
extra expense would have been avoided. 
SOILING COWS. 
In many portions of the Atlantic States, 
especially in New England, the practice of 
soiling milch cows has been in vogue for some 
years, and the opinion has become quite prev­ 
alent that in the practice there is a great 
saving. In this State the practice has not 
been introduced to any extent, and there is 
but an indifferent opinion on the subject. 
However, we know a few dairy farmers on 
the Sacramento river who experimented with 
mowing and feeding alfalfa in a green state to 
their milch cows last season, and that these 
same farmers, without an exception, intend 
to pursue the same practice this season. This 
is certainly indication of the fact that they 
found an account in favor of economy in it. 
We have conversed with some of these men, 
and they all say they can save from twenty to 
thirty per cent, by the soiling practice. They 
say that while there is more labor connected 
with it, that it takes but little if any more 
than half the land to keep a given number of 
cows in good condition that is required by the 
old plan of pasturing. The cows by running over 
the growing clover tread it down and retard 
its growth very much. That they' leave very- 
much of it that they will not eat at all—for 
instance, whenever their own manure has 
been dropped or their own mine has covered 
the ground. These bunches under pasture 
are lost, but if the grass is cut and fed then 
it is deprived of any offensive smell and is 
all eaten. Then, also, clover that has a 
considerable growth throws out numerous 
branches from each stem, and that each one 
of these numerous branches grows as fast as 
a single stem when small and short, and, 
therefore, the actual production is several 
fold greater by the soiling system than by 
the pasture system. Our own personal ex­ 
perience of last season fully confirms these 
views, and we are free to say that we are 
fully wedded to the soiling system with 
alfilfa. We cut from alfalfa meadow last 
season four crops before the middle of Au­ 
gust, and then had good pasture on the same 
till the middle of November. We think the 
gain by the soiling system was at least thirty 
per cent. 
___________ 
FARMERS IN THE LEGISLATURE, 
The Grangers throughout t he I*nited States 
have been complaining that they have not 
had a proportionate representation in the 
legislative halls of the States or nation, and 
we are sure that as a result of the Grange 
organization they have considerably in­ 
creased their representation. Whether this 
increase has resulted in any real benefit to 
the agricultural industries is not so easily an­ 
swered. The average farmer has not been 
schooled for a legislator. His mind has not 
been accustomed to grasp a great variety of 
subjects and to generalize upon them. He 
has, as a rule, confined his thought too 
closely to his own limited sphere of action 
and is not versed in the framing of laws or 
the adaptation of them to the wants of his 
own or other classes of society. He has 
through life made it a practice, whenever he 
wanted any legal information on any question 
in which he was Interested, to go to a lawyer 
for that information. Whenever he had any 
dispute as to his legal rights or as 
to the rights of his property, he has 
applied 
to 
a 
lawyer 
for advice. 
Whenever he has sold a farm or bought one 
he has repaired to a lawyer’s office to have 
the deed drawn, aBd whenever he has made a 
contract involving any great responsibility or 
property of value his lawyer has been con­ 
sulted. Thus he has never cultivated that 
self-reliance, that self-knowledge, that gen­ 
eral information of men and affairs or the 
practical transaction of business necessary to 
make a good legislator. Farmers as a rule 
have not been properly educated—have not 
properly educated themselves — to enable 
them to do such work even for themselves, 
and of course when they find themselves in 
the Legislature, where they are expected to 
perform all kinds of work for others, they are 
not at home, they are out of their sphere, and 
they are more or less failures. We heard a 
Granger lamenting this state of things a few 
days since. He seemed to have been led to a 
full comprehension of the situation by the 
eourse pursued and the resnlts consequent 
upon the actions of his brother Grangers in 
the last session of the Legislature of 
our own State. He remarked that he 
had 
for 
some 
years 
past 
been 
insisting upon a fuller representation from 
the fanning classes in onr Legislatures, to the 
end that the situation of the farmer in his 
business and social relations might be im­ 
proved, that the grain rings, sach rings, 
middie-men, commission men, store-house 
men, money-loaners and sharpers generally 
might be surrounded by legal checks and 
regulations and the farmers' rights and profits 
more fully protected. “ But,”said he, “ Ihave 
changed my mind, and 1 believe I have voted 
for the 'ast Granger for any legislative posi­ 
tion—they are the least practical men in the 
Legislature. They accomplish no good for 
themselves and prevent none of the schemes 
fid jobs pat tp py other* Not that their 


intentions are not good, not that they 
do not try to deserve well of their 
farmer constituents and all other class­ 
es, 
but that 
practically 
they 
do 
nothing, accomplish nothing. They come 
up to the Capital determined to practice econ­ 
omy and reduce taxation, and they regard 
every law that contemplates the expenditure 
of money as bad as a scheme to rob the peo­ 
ple, and they combine and vote against it. 
But the representatives of other classes bring 
in their little bills, and in order to pass them 
through they find it necessary to show a com­ 
promising spirit—a disposition to help each 
other—and so, by combining, their big and 
little jobs all pass, notwithstanding the op­ 
position of the Granger element. So things 
go on, and it is soon understood that the 
Grangers’ votes are not needed to carry any 
measure, and that their votes can not defeat 
any measure upon which any considerable 
number of other classes combine. But by 
and by some more enlightened and more 
practical farmer conceives some plan by 
which the agricultural interests of the State 
can be generally benefited, by which new and 
better paying industries may be iutroduced, 
by which better stock may be bred, or better 
seed wheat secured and cultivated, ar.d many 
other things done by which the profits of the 
farmer may be enhanced, his education en­ 
larged, and his social standing improved. 
But to accomplish these desirable results 
some laws must be passed to objects of which 
must be to induce greater concert of action 
among farmers, the organization of agri­ 
cultural associations and farmers’ clubs, and 
the appropriation of a few dollars for their 
use in the bringing about these improvements. 
The Granger members have now the very 
occasion they have been seeking through the 
whole session—the opportunity to show their 
constituency their self-denial, their disinter­ 
ested economy, their saving the people’s 
money from being voted out of the treasury— 
and, true to their uniform practice, they 
jump this beneficent and really worthy meas­ 
ure as though it was the biggest job of the 
session, and, two to one, they defeat the very 
measure they elected to secure.” For these 
reasous our Granger frieud ha3 concluded to 
vote hereafter for more practical men—men 
who will not be quite so self-denying. 
AGRICULTURAL INTELLIGENCE. 
How TO R a ise B la c k b er r ies.—First, se­ 
cure roots of a kind that will not winter kill 
or rust, and which are good and pay well. 
Then select clay land ; it is much the best; 
manure it well with good rotted manure. 
Flow or spade deep; pulverize well; then 
mark out deeply with a shovel or barshare 
plow, or hoe (as the case may be) in rows six 
feet apart; in the rows plant the roots three 
feet apart. Well water, or dibble the roots 
iu mud, and then fill up with dirt, throwing 
the dirt so as to make it solid around the 
plant, and water, if dry weather. This is for 
spring planting. For fall planting the tops 
should have straw thrown around them, to 
keep them from freezing out. They should 
be tended like corn; hoed if needed. The 
next spring, plow and throw the furrow to 
the berry hushes, not going nearer than two 
feet, and very shallow next to them, leaving 
a furrow between them, which will serve to 
drain the water off. This is the sixfeet space 
that I plow. Throw or put a little manure 
around the roots, and tend as the year before ; 
only go very shallow, and not very near 
to them. l)o not allow more than two 
shoots to come up. If they do, hoe off or 
break off, as they are very tender. When 
the shoots are three feet high chip the tops off. 
This causes them to send out laterals or 
stems, and makes them stand better, and 
hardens the wood. In the fall of the second 
year mulch with coarse straw or leavts, two 
feet, one on each side, next and around the 
stems. This is for a double purpose : fir.-t, 
to keep down grass and weeds; second, to 
hold moisture. Can sow grass seed iu be­ 
tween the rows or let it go now, and allow 
no weeds to go to seed if in the grass. All 
this makes it nicer picking. After this never 
allow more than four sprouts to stand, and 
pinch or clip at three feet, and you may 
always expect a crop. Never dig from your 
patch, as that cuts the roots, and causes them 
to sprout. Every sprout you allow to come 
up more than that number (four) takes irom 
the roots that which ought to go to nurture 
the berries, and with care and a little trouble 
you can have your patch sightly, with plenty 
of berries.—[D. T., in Cincinnati Gazette. 
L ight Brahmas.—We have raised Light 
Brahmas for the last ten years, and have yet 
to find fault with them, or to wish for any 
better breed. Thtir extreme hardiuess,beauty, 
prolific laying qualities, and large size, make 
them the most desirable of all breeds for gen­ 
eral purposes. We fail to discover any good 
reason why some find fault with them on ac­ 
count of their “ breeding propensity.” So 
far as our experience has extended, the 
greater mimber of a flock will lay all winter 
ana far into the spring months before show­ 
ing the least indication to sit. Were they 
less broody certainly our number of “ early 
spriug chickens ” would be few. Yesterday 
we weighed seven of our pullets with the fol­ 
lowing result: One of them weighed 9J 
one 10 lb-., another 101 lh-s., ami the other 
four exactly 12 lbs. each. None of them are 
over eleven months old. Can any of our 
poultry breeders beat those weights in a flock 
of twenty-five ?—[Mrs. E. T. Aylea. 
Pekin Docks.—Some one wished a descrip­ 
tion of the Pekin duck. They are of a creamy 
white in color, orange-colored bills, and 
short, orange-colored legs; smooth heads, and 
low, heavy bodies. Very hardy, quiet, and 
domestic in their habits ; not given to wander­ 
ing, and can he kept within any inclusure, as 
they can not fly from off the ground. They 
yield a large quantity of soft, downy feath­ 
ers, superior in quality to those of the goose ; 
are prolific layers, their eggs being considera­ 
bly larger than those of the common duck, 
and of a pearly white. We think there is no 
other sort of fowl which can be kept with 
less trouble or more profit, and are pleased 
that it is becoming better known and appre­ 
ciated. I would add that I have no fowls, 
either Brahmas or ducks, to sell now, one ad­ 
vertisement in the Oaatte having seld ail I 
had to spare.—[Mrs. E. T. Alyea. 
W ool.—The outlook for the wool interest 
must be regarded as unuiually hopeful and 
encouraging. 
The business has suffered 
many reverses in the past few years, and has 
tested the truth of the old adage, “ It’s a 
long lane that has no turning.” The feeling 
is now general that we are entering upon a 
career of prosperity which promises to make 
good sheep more remunerative and satisfac­ 
tory than any other branch of agriculture. 
Though there has been an extensive revival 
in the manufacture of woolens, the supply is 
still short of the demand, as is shown in an 
article in another column, and prices have an 
upward tendency. Those who had the fore­ 
sight and enterprise to grade up and improve 
their wool are now about reaping the benefit.

It is proposed to place statues of four of 
our greatest revolutionary characters on 
the buttresses of the Treasury building in 
Wall street, New York. 
The art amateurs are now engaged in a 
curious discussion; whether a famous 
Flemish painter, Francois Frutet, ever 
lived. The only fact revealing hfi> existence 
>s a great picture, “ The Adoration of the 
Magi,” painted at Seville 300 years ago. 
There is now at the Decorative Art 
Rooms, Boston, a remarkable piece of 
work by an old lady of 92, which she has 
designed and embroidered herself. It is a 
piano cover, elaborately embroidered with 
clematis and other flowers in silk. 
Sir Frederick Leighton, the President of 
the Royal Academy, has finished his large 
fresco, “ The Arts of W ar,” at South Ken­ 
sington, and the “ most important natural 
mural paintingproduced in this country since 
Maclise finished the ‘Death of Nelson,’ ’ 
says the Anthemsum, has been inaugurated. 
It is a great success. The scene is laid in 
Italy, in the fourteenth century, and at 
the entrance to a tower or fortress. There 
are many figures which are over life-size. 
The Canadian Academy of Arts opened 
with an exhibition of 549 pieces, of which 
135 were oil paintings. The Priucess LouiBe 
contributed seven original sketches, con­ 
sisting of a portrait in pencil of Lady Eliza­ 
beth Campbell, another of John Lothrop 
Motley, the historian, a sketch of a haunted 
house, with moat, in Kent, a sketch, in 
chalk of roe deer, a study of figures, and 
studies from nature of wild cherry blossoms 
and the datura, a pretty wayside weed that 
has an unsavory name in popular parlance. 
The monument for the grave of Charles 
Sumner has been awarded to Alexander 
McDonald of Mount Auburn. It consists 
of a sarcophagus seven feet long by a little 
over four feet in hight and w idth, having 
three sections—base, die and capstone. 
The die has inscriptions on front 
and back, and monograms on 
the 
end3, as well as columns with Ionic 
capitals. The capstone is finely chiseled, 
with moldings containing architectural foli­ 
age. It is to be of fine granite, and is paid 
for by the funds left over from the bronze 
Btatue of Sumner in Boston. 
The fine example of Perugino purchased 
several months ago in Italy for §16,000, 
and detained there some time for want of 
a Government license to leave the country, 
has reached London, and is now lodged in 
the National Gallery. It is in an excellent 
state of preservation, and is believed to 
have been painted in the first decade of the 
sixteenth century. It comprises nearly 
life-size figures of the Virgin and Child, 
standine between St. Francis and St. Je­ 
rome, with two angels above flying with a 
crown, and is looked upon as a magnificent 
specimen of Umbrian art. In size it is 
abont six feet square. For many years it 
belonged to the private gallery of a family 
in Perugia, and very little has been known 
•f it,

THE EFFECT OF DOMESTIC TROUBLES 
ON MASCULINE RAIMENT. 


The Frank Leslie Will Suit—Beminiscen- 
cie3 of Charles Fechter—An Old 
Chop-House—Church Going. 


N ew Y o r k, April 22, 18S0. 
Every year seems to add greatly to the 
number of people who leave home to spend 
the summer. 
The exodus hence to the 
courtry and out of the country will, prob­ 
ably, be very much larger this year than it 
has ever been before. This vicinity is pre­ 
paring most extensively for warm weather 
visitors from all parts of the Republic. An 
immense new hotel has, as you know, been 
built at Manhattan Beach ; Far Rockaway 
has been improved, laid out in handsome 
grounds, commodious inns have been 
erected; a fine new house, Queen Anne 
style, is to be put up aud made exclusive 
at Long Beach ; fresh attractions are to be 
added to Long Branch, the Palisades, the 
Catskills, Saratoga, and 
THE NUMBERLESS RESORTS 
In New Jersey, up the Hudson, on 
the Sound, 
and all through 
this 
neighborhood. The passenger lists of many 
of the European steamers are already full, 
and it is thought that between June 1st 
and the close of September Americans will 
be swarming over the Old World. It is 
predicted that the transatlantic travel will 
be fully equal to what it was duriug the 
last Paris exposition, and every indication 
thus far gives color to the prediction. Inn­ 
keepers here look for a busy summer—such 
a summer as they have not had since the 
financial reaction of 1873. So do theater 
managers and other caterers for public 
amusement. They believe that the con­ 
stant coming and going to and from the ad­ 
jacent watering-places, to and from Eu­ 
rope, with the geueral allurements of the 
metropolis, will insure them such a degree 
of patronage as they have not been accus­ 
tomed to of late years. A rare summer 
for activity is anticipated, and if the antic­ 
ipations be not realized the disappointment 
will be great aud widespread. 1 can not 
remember when inn-keepers in and out of 
town have had expectations so liberal. 
THE WILL OF FRANK LESLIE, 
Now contested in Court, is the best evi­ 
dence of bis attachment and appreciation 
of his (second) wife, to whom he left all 
his property, entirely cutting ofl his two 
sons, Harry and Alfred, by a previous 
marriage. 
The deceased journalist had 
manifestly taken great pains in the prepa­ 
ration of his w ill; had, it is said, consulted 
the best lawyers on the subject, and felt 
absolutely confident that its extraordinary 
provisions could and would be carried out. 
It is not very likely that they will be, how­ 
ever, for Leslie’s sous would be of differ­ 
ent composition from most mortals if they 
had acquiesced in their disinheritance. 
As has often beeu said, no will can he 
made which cunning attorneys cannot rid­ 
dle, and attorneys were readily found to 
attempt to undo what the well-known pub­ 
lisher had so carefully done. 
Although Leslie’s property has been for 
some time in the hands of an assignee, it 
is thought, when certain conditions shall 
have been carried out, and it shall be re­ 
leased, that it will be very valuable ; and 
this is another reason why the 
VALIDITY OF THE DOCUMENT 
Is sharply contested. It would be strange, 
indeed, were it otherwise, since Leslie’s 
early marital life had been most unfortu­ 
nately complicated. 
His union with his 
first wife had, it is represented, been any­ 
thing but harmonious from incompatibility 
of temperament; his sons and he did not 
get ou smoothly, one of them having been 
involved in law suits with his father on 
account of using his name. Very naturally, 
under the circumstances, Leslie would 
have small sympathy with the associations 
or product of his original conuubial experi­ 
ment. In his second venture he was re­ 
puted to have been much luckier ; to have 
been, in fact, exceptionally happy, as may­ 
be inferred from the character of his will. 
The present M rs. Leslie, formerly the wife 
of Ephraim G. Squier, the archaeologist, 
had really been for years a kind of com­ 
mercial partner of her husband, and has 
doubtless contributed largely to his ma­ 
terial prosperity. He has probably done 
her but simple justice in his last testament, 
though it can hardly be expected that his 
sous should take his view of the matter. 
CHARLES TECHTER. 
The remains of the late Charles Techter 
are now, it is said, to be removed hither. 
No actor of his time received more from 
nature—he had comeliness, grace, genius, 
power to attract, sagacity to make friends— 
or began his career under more favorable 
auspices. But he never acquired, and 
never manifested any disposition to ac­ 
quire, the least degree of self-discipline, 
aud to this lack his adversities, and they 
were many and continuous, are directly 
traceable.' He had all the defects of an 
artistic temperament—vanity,egotism, irri­ 
tability, self-will, ovcr-confidonce, arbi­ 
trariness—with very few of its correspond­ 
ing virtues. Through those defects, with 
all absence of their correctives, he was in­ 
cessantly involved in quarrels, particularly 
with those desirous to befriend him. 
Hardly any man since Jean Jacqnts’ time 
has had more personal acrimonies and 
estrangements, in each and all of which 
his rampant egotism assured him that he 
was justified. He had lived in the three 
great capitals of the world, and had liter­ 
ally wrangled himself out of them. He 
went from Paris to London, from London 
to New York, and carried from each of 
those cities a conviction that he had been 
foully wronged. Iu fact, this was his 
permanent condition of mind, and his im­ 
aginary injuries 
RANKLED IN HIS BREAST, 
. 
Rendering him cynical and deepening his 
multifarious imperfections. His singularly 
unbalanced constitution may have been 
owing to his mixed and contradictory 
lineage. He was a sort of mongrel, having 
German, Flemish, Italian and English 
blood, instincts and influences to contend 
against, enough surely to wreck a stronger 
nature than his. His unfortunate consti­ 
tution was backed by unfortunate, habits, 
and he died, needlessly, at 54, involved in 
all manner of troubles. It is understood 
that he was poor, which may seem strange 
when it is remembered that he had genius 
and reputation, and could, when he was 
able and willing to play, command §500 a 
night. But nothing should seem strange 
in connection with so peculiar an organiza­ 
tion as Fechter’s. He was incapable of 
self-government; he demanded everything, 
giving very little in return, and at last all 
that destiny and fortune granted him were 
financial embarrassment, bitterness and 
death. Why his remains should be re­ 
moved hither, I do not know ; but such is 
the report. 
He often said that he de­ 
tested New York because he had had so 
much trouble here. But he had trouble 
everywhere. 
Since the nude Pole amazed and shocked 
Union Square by appearing 
in n a t u r e ’s g a r b 
In that busy quarter, and insisting on bath­ 
ing in the public fountain, three other men 
have gone out in broad daylight in New 
England cities without remembering to put 
on their clothes. All three of them are 
thought to be insane, and their insanity is 
ascribed in each case to trouble with their 
wives. We hope for the sake of public 
modesty that domestic discord will not 
result generally in this peculiar form of 
disorder, especially this peculiar manifesta­ 
tion. Matrimonial disharmonies are, un­ 
happily, very common, and if they thoald 


all impel the husbands to exhibit them­ 
selves as models under the open sky, the 
consequence would be disagreeable, if not 
startling. New York would be converted 
into a grand gallery of life studies. The 
police force would need to be increased a 
hundred-fold in order to look after the 
wandering Adams and lead them back to 
conventionality and clothes. Mercers and 
tailors would be obliged to retire from busi­ 
ness ; undraped statues would lose their 
interest; the era of dandyism would be­ 
come extinct. If we are to believe vulgar 
report, a large proportion of the miseries of 
marriage come from the extravagance of 
wives in dress. This must be the thing 
which drives their husbands mad, and in 
their madness they try to equalize matters 
by themselves adopting a simplicity of at­ 
tire which may be denominated as certainly 
severe. This must be the diagnosis of the 
disease. Philosophersand physicians should 
unite in trying to give a new direction to 
the minds of husbands connubially un­ 
settled. Unless they do Manhattan may 
become, in superb disdain of raiment, a 
counterpart of some of the islands of the 
South Sea. 
A FAMOUS CHOP-HOUSE. 
The other day a friend of mine came 
from New England, to whom I wished to 
show some of the old places in the city. 
One of these, where I had often been, is 
“ Old Tom’s,” as it is named, situated iu a 
narrow street or lane in tl|- vicinity of 
Wall street. It is an ancient English 
chop-house, as unlike anything you usually 
see in this country as you can imagine. It 
contains not the least suggestion of modern­ 
ism. The walls are old ; the floors are de­ 
cayed ; cobwebs hang from the ceiling ; 
moldy play-bills peer at you ; wood-cuts of 
once notorious prize-fighters blink at you 
from worm-eaten frames. It is a bit of old 
England reproduced. It lias beeu in exist­ 
ence for sixty or seventy years. The nota­ 
bilities of two generations have eaten chops 
and drank ale there. Dickens, Thackeray, 
Edmund Kean, Washington Irving, Fitz 
Greene Halleck, Andrew Jackson, Martin 
Van Buren, John Quincy Adams, Millard 
Fillmore, Edgar A. Foe, Nathaniel Haw­ 
thorne, Cornelius C. Felton, General 
Scott, Abraham Lincoln, Tom Hamblin, 
Bennett, Greeley, Bryant, Raymond, 
Charles Fenno Hoffman, Willis Gaylord 
Clark, N. I’. Willis, Gilmore Simms, Cap­ 
tain Marryatt and a whole herd of authors, 
players, statesmen, journalists, scholars, 
have been there again and again. It is one 
of the lions of Manhattan, a curious den, 
pleasant to visit at luncheon time, and 
feeling while there as if you had stepped 
into another generation. But, alas, I can 
not say that it is any longer. It was ; it 
has been. I went with my friend where it 
had been. It is no more ; it has disap­ 
peared forever, nor left a vestige behind. 
Old Tom’s is obliterated. I mention this 
for the benefit of those who may be hence­ 
forth seeking it in vain. 
VARIETIES. 
Charles Joseph Bonaparte, of Baltimore, 
just now sojourning here, is the grandson 
of Jerome Bonapaite (brother of the first 
Napoleon) aud Elizabeth Patterson Bona­ 
parte, whose career was so eventful, and 
whose efforts to obtain recognition of her 
mairiage from the Emperor were so per­ 
sistent, though unavailing. He is quite 
young, barely 28, and, like his father, has 
had no ambition pointing toward the im­ 
perial succession. He is content to be an 
American citizen ; he lives quietly in Bal­ 
timore ; has a pleasant home and is very 
rich. 
He hears a striking resemblance to 
the great Captain. 
You have probably observed that the 
Herald's last Sunday issue was a sextuple 
sheet, the first of the sort it has had, and, 
I think, the first 24 page daily of the 
Herald size published in the world. It 
exemplifies the prosperity of the time ; for 
by far the greater portion is occupied with 
advertisements. 
Although Manhattan has near 500 
churches, with accommodation for some 
350,000 persons, this would not give room 
for much more than one-quarter of the 
population, provided everybody should 
want to go to church. But everybody 
does not want to. Iudced, not half, barely 
a third of the scats in the churches are 
ever occupied at any one time. 
The 
Roman Catholic churches alone are full; 
the members are more zealous because 
they are more ignorant and more supersti­ 
tious. The number of church-goers in 
New York, it is said, steadily diminishes, 
taking into account the rapid increase of 
inhabitants. 
The number of suicides here without 
any apparent reason for suicide continues 
extraordinarily large. Every day or two 
men in easy circumstances, in good health 
bodily and mental, with harmonious do­ 
mestic relations, end their days deliber­ 
ately. The cause must be merely disgust 
of life. Is not life itself often a deep dis­ 
ease? 
The new steamer Columbia, 3,000 tons 
and 334 feet long, built by Roach & Son, 
and belonging to the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company, is now lying in East 
river. She is to sail for San Francisco 
next week, to ply between that city and 
Portland. She is a magnificent vessel, 
the very finest, I hear, yet built in the 
country. 
Wallack’s Theater will, I understand, 
produce several American plays next sea­ 
son, because Wallaek has discovered that 
the public have grown tired of the old 
English comedies which he has presented 
for years. 
The prospects of Grant and the third 
term are believed to be rapidly diminish­ 
ing in this section. Intelligent Republican 
opinion seems to be setting more and more 
against Grant/

HOW OUR ARTIST TRAMP GOT INTO 
ONE IN SACK AMEL TO. 


•Capping" for Strangers—Thought They 
Had a Soft Thing—An Alleged Son of 
Col. Brodhead Goes for the Artist 


HAKGTOWN.” 
(Mountain Democrat, April -24th.] 
During our absence last week an ad in­ 
terim substitute wrote a local item on the 
origin of “ Ilangtown,” the old-time name 
of Placerville. By several old-timers we 
have been reminded of some inaccuracies in 
that notice; among others, one now resi­ 
dent in San Francisco calls our attention 
to those errors. 
In the first place, it was not the hanging 
of Irish Dick that gave the town its orig­ 
inal name, but the hanging of two other 
men, in the summei or tall of ’49, from a 
tree that at the time stood near the north­ 
east comer of Coloma and Main streets. 
Secondly, Irish Dick did not “ mistake 
the man he killed for another.” On this 
point onr correspondent says : “ The man 
killed and another were quarreling in the 
densely-crowded gambling saloon where 
Dick had a monte game, running around, 
jostling the crowd, and thereby attracting 
men from Dick’s game to watch the fight, 
when Dick, in a furore of senseless anger, 
jumped .suddenly up from the table, drew 
his knife, rushed at the deceased and 
stabbed him, without saying a word. He 
then deliberately wiped the blood from his 
knife and left the saloon, and after a long 
pearch was found hidden at ‘Coffey’s,’ on 
Sacramento street.” He wa3 not “ tried by 
a jury,” but was examined before two Jus­ 
tices of the Peace, on a platform in the 
open air, in the street, near where the Oasis 
now stands. One of the Justiceswas “ Dud 
Humphreys,” and the other, if our corre­ 
spondent remembers rightly, was Wallace. 
In corroboration of the statement about 
Dick’s physical courage, our correspondent 
recalls his utterance when on the impro­ 
vised platform for the Justice’s Court. 
Facing the mob, who were impatient of 
delay and clamoring for a chance to hang 
him, Dick Eaid, “ Have patience, gentle­ 
men, I’ll give you a square ‘ lay-out ’ as 
soon as these fellows (meaning the Justices) 
get through with me.” 
“ I have never,” says the writer, “ in 
my life seen anything so terrible. With 
certain death staring him in the face (and 
such a death), his sang froid, his utter dev- 
iiishne88 of heart, seemed more horrible to 
me than the manner of his death ; and, 
although I took no part in the proceedings, 
either m his examination or his execution, 
I experienced a relief when a rope, thrown 
over his head where he stood, cut short 
his inhumas exclamations."

4 4 4 It is as hitter as gall; you will wish 
you were a hind.’ 
“ ‘ W hy?’ 
“ She touched my hump, and pointed 
to my crooked limbs. 
4\o u are a spoilt 
man,’ she said. 
“ ‘W ell,’ I said, pretending to care 
nothing for her croaking, 4 if I am spoilt 
for this world, I am not for the next.

44 4 Where are the men now ?’ I asked.

The old 
lord had taken a fancy to her, and he stole 
her from her friends. She went mad, and 
onemorningwas found dead in thegrounds.’ 
4 4 4 Did she die a natural death ?’ 
“ ‘ No one knew.’ 
44 4 You are mistaken, mother. Even I 
know, who never heard the tale before. 
The Mauvains must be a brave race of 
men.’ 
4 4 4 You are right, Ranf ; they are as 
brave as lions and as fearless.’ 
44 We had approached close to the house, 
and were seen. 
Half-a-dozen drunken 
roysterers rushed towards my mother and 
seized her.

They have 
commenced well for me.’ 
4 4 4 Is your mother here?’ he inquired. 
44 ‘No,’ I said, ‘ashamed of bringing me 
into the world, she is praying for my soul 
while 1 go out of it.’ 
“ ‘ You have a nimble tougHe, hunch­ 
back.’ 
4 4 4 There is no hump on it, my lord. If 
I am to fight I must be unbound.’ 
44 4 By his order the ropes were taken 
from tny body, and I gave a leap in the 
air. A fantastic spirit animated me, and 
my wits were sharpened by the opportunity 
given me for quip and repartee. A ring 
was formed, within' which the tournament 
was to be held. Whichever one of the 
three combatants stepped outside this ring 
was to be driven in with whip and thong. 
“ The gentlemen entered into the affair 
with keen enjoyment; it was rare sport for 
them. 
44 My antagonists entered the ring, strip­ 
ped to the waist. They were fine stalwart 
men, and their muscles stood out like 
whipcord. I measured them with my eye ; 
they looked on me with scorn. I thought 
to myself that it would have been chival­ 
rous on the part of the gentlemen to have 
suggested that the battle about to be 
fought was unequal, but no such idea oc­ 
curred to them.

“ Whereat the gentlemen laughed again. 
44 Now, whether they wished me to be 
victorious or not I cannot say ; I know that 
they betted on the result of the battle, as 
they would have done if beasts were about 
to fight instead of men. 
4 4 4 W hat is your name, hunchback?’ 
asked Mauvain. 
44 4 Ranf,’ I answered. 
“ 41 shall stake money on you.’ 
4 4 4 You are a good judge. If I lose you 
can cut off my hump. If I wrin, I cry 
halves. ’ 
“ The signal was given for the battle to 
commence. 
There were no set rules ; we 
were to fight in any way we pleased. 
For 
a moment or two we gazed at each other 
in silence ; then the two men advanced 
towards me, one undertaking to seize me, 
while the other looked on and bided his 
time. I gave him no time to bide. Slip­ 
ping past the active one, I seized the 
other, and flung him like lightning over 
my shoulder. 
He fell upon his head, and 
lay motionless. 
Before my remaining 
enemy could take advantage of me, I con­ 
fronted him.

44 ‘It was you who spat in my face,’ I 
said ; 4 the devil I am in league with is a 
foolish devil. Go ; I give you your life.’ 
“ I hurled him from me, and he fell, 
stunned, to the ground. Then I stepped 
to Mauvain, and said : 
44 4 1 am ready for another two.’ 
44 4 You have dune enough,’ said Mauvain, 
fliDging me some money. 
“ It was the first money I had ever 
owned. I looked around upon the men 
who had insulted me, and gathering the 
money, I threw it among them, as care 
lessly as it had been thrown to me. 
“ 4I will buy the hunchback of yon,’ 
said one of the gentlemen to Mauvain. 
44 4 He is not for sale,’ replied Mauvain. 
“ So, I was a commodity, to be bought 
and sold. My flesh and blood did not be­ 
long to me. 
“ W ithin a month my mother and I 
were established in Mauvain’s household, 
and had soft beds to sleep in. My mother 
was in her glory ; I sighed for my old life. 
If I had met with one proof of human sym­ 
pathy or kindnes», it might have been dif­ 
ferent with me ; but I was surrounded by 
hatred. I was feared for my strength, and 
men were careful not to provoke me, but 
none would associate with me. They 
would not admit me into their pastimes ; 
when I spoke they answered in monosyl­ 
lables, or turned from me in contemptuous 
silence ; they would not eat or drink with 
me ; they would not touch my hand in 
token of friendship. It was with women 
as with men, and that hurt memore sorely; 
fresh young beanty that I innocently ad­ 
mired, as I would a flower or any other 
fair evidence of nature, shrunk from me as 
from a pestilence. Not one kind word, not 
one gracious look fell upon my heart to 
blossom into gratitude or affection. 
“ It was monstrous. W hat crime had I 
committed that I should be thus abhorred ?

I thought 
it an honor when Mauvain lent me to his 
artist friends as a model for stone or 
canvas, but when I saw myself depicted as 
a foil to beauty, and recognized that the 
moral lesson sought to be conveyed made 
me spiritually a3 well as bodily hideous, I 
felt as if I should have loved to cut the 
canvas to shreds and shatter the marble 
to fragments for the injustice perpetuated 
upon ine. 
All this embittered me, and 
made my way of life harder and harder as 
the years rolled on. 
44 Fond of his pleasures, and unscrupu­ 
lous in the pursuit of them, Mauvain was 
also an ambitious man, and his ambition, 
leading him to political intrigue, brought 
him to a crisis in which his life was in 
danger.

44 Of all his numerous friends, of all who 
served him, he chose me to assist him in 
his escape.

“ He laughed gaily ; he was a man of 
courage, and though every additional mo­ 
ment might be fatal, he lingered because it 
was his whim to linger. 
“ 4 You are a bit of a student, Ranf,’ he 
said; 44 Heaven knows how you acquired 
your knowledge, but you have some, and 
I think you understand human nature. I 
am curious to know why you have served 
me faithfully in this last perilous mission. 
You might have earned money by giving 
me up. You have no love for me, I know ; 
you know I have nothing hut contempt for 
you; you might have had my life. W hy 
have you served me now, at the risk of 
your own ? ’ 
44 4 Question for question,’I said; 4 answer 
mine first. NVhy of all the men by whom 
you were surrounded did you intrust your 
life to my keeping ? ’ 
“ ‘ Because,’ he replied, with a frank 
smile, ‘of all the men by whom I was sur­ 
rounded you were the one who, giving evi­ 
dence against me, would be least likely to 
be believed. No one trusts you, Ranf. 
Had you said to my enemies, “ Search to 
the left,” they would have searched to the 
right. Had you told them the truth, they 
would have instantly concluded you were 
putting them off the scent.

“ 4 As far as the poles.’

4 4 4 You want to know why I have saved 
your life at the risk of my own. I will 
tell you. You have never stepped between 
me and my affections. Not in one of your 
pleasures have I taken an interest. Not 
for one of the women you have followed 
have I felt a spark of admiration. I have 
laughed at you often; you thought they 
were your slaves. You were mistaken; 
you were theirs. My mind is not as 
crooked as my body, and it might have 
been that some woman, or some child, 
who touched your inner life might also 
have touched mine. If that had been the 
case, and you had wronged, or to my 
knowledged harbored a thought of wrong, 
towards the being I had an affection 
for

“ I paused. W ith a patronizing, dis­ 
dainful smile upon his handsome face Mau­ 
vain said: 
4 4 4 Proceed. I do not know when I have 
been so interested.’ 
“ I cast my eyes to the ground, and 
searched for the largest pebbles on the 
shore. 
I deliberately selected two, and 
holding them in one hand, ground them to 
powder. 
4 4 4 Symbolical,’ said Mauvain, 4and ex­ 
pressive. ’ 
4 4 4 But,’ said I, 4 these stones have no 
soul; you have, and it should not have 
escaped me.’

P a ris, April 3, 1880. 
The debut of Henri de Bornier in the 
world of letters took place some four years 
ago, when his tragedy of 44 La Filie de Ro­ 
land ” was played at the Theatre Francais. 
Sarah Bernhardt personated the principal 
character, and by her superior talent aided 
much towards the success of the piece. So 
charming was she as La Filie de Roland 
that a rich Spanish gentleman begged the 
fair actress to pose in her picturesque cos­ 
tume for a large portrait, to be painted by 
one of his compatriots, the well-known 
artist, Mr. Palmaroli. I saw the portrait 
on several occasions, but in an unfinished 
condition, for although the obliging actress 
was willing the Spanish gentleman should 
be possessor of her portrait, her numerous 
occupations and the demands for her soci­ 
ety left her little time or inclination to per­ 
form such hard work as posing. She lias 
since become more identified as Dona Sol, 
in Victor Hugo’s drama of 44 Hernani,” for 
the public to longer associate her with the 
tragedian De Bornier, and doubtless the fire 
of enthusiasm which she kindled in the 
breast of the Spaniard has since died away. 
Henri de Bornier is 
A WRITER OF THE OLD SCHOOL, 
An imitator of the classics, and he lias 
taken for his models Corneille and Racine. 
This circumstance has taken away much of 
his merit in the eyes of the progressive 
literati, for since the Romantic school 
established by Victor Hugo has been 
the model for all young poets, one wonders 
why an author should rake among the 
ashes of the classics, which have been con­ 
sidered hermetically closed to aspiriug 
genius. They say he was a number of years 
composing his tragedy of “ La Filie de 
Roland,” correcting, boiling down and 
filing, and employing all known methods for 
the perfection of his verses. The French 
say also, that with ordinary talent and a 
great amount of patience, it would be easy 
to call into existence a whole nation of De 
Borniers. The Romantic school requires a 
greater spontaneity of thought and permits 
of greater breadth of expression ; that 
unless the feu nacre be present there will 
be rhyme and not poetry. 
However, 
although M. de Bornier spent four years in 
dressing up and trimming his “ Attila,” 
the fabricated verses fit each other beauti­ 
fully and blend most harmoniously ; be­ 
sides, the dramatic effects derived from the 
situations he has created, the contrasts of 
character well sustained, all contribute 
towards producing a fine literary work 
which 
has 
been 
thoroughly 
¡joule 
by the refined 
society of 
Paris. 
Henri de Bornier has one particu­ 
lar merit, in that his efforts 
have 
been patriotic. In his “ A ttila” he has 
chosen among all the different legends re­ 
counted of thia noted barbarian those 
which might be the better adapted to the 
theatre, and weaving them together has 
created 
A CHARMING HISTORY. 
The barbarian is killed on his wedding 
night by the French heroine, who like an­ 
other Judith, sacrifices herself for her 
country. 
The verses are full of noble 
sentiment, and to listen to them is like a 
moral bath, which purifies and elevates; 
and let it be said to the honor of Parisians, 
there are always crowded houses to hear 
them, crowded by those who love and ap­ 
preciate them. Alas! how far we are be­ 
hind the French in that respect; for should 
an English or American author have the 
hardihood to vv rite a tragedy, what theatri­ 
cal director would have the courage to put 
it on the stage, and who of us would have 
the patience to go and listen to it ? Art is 
well encouraged and patronized in France, 
for aside from the Grand Opera and Opera 
Comic, there are two theatres subventioned 
by the Government, the Theatre Francais 
and the Odeon, or, as it is often called, 
the second Theatre Francais. These operas 
and theaters are forced to open their doors 
to young authors and composers, and par­ 
ticular encouragement is given to serious 
works elevated as to subject and style. 
Much astonishment has been expressed 
that M. de Bornier’s new tragedy was not 
represented at the Theatre Francais, par­ 
ticularly as the doors of that theater had 
already been opened to him, and even be­ 
fore he had earned the reputation that 4 4 La 
Filie de Roland ” brought him. Our readers 
may not probably be aware that the Thea 
tre|Francais of Paris, of wide-world fame, 
is conducted on different principles from 
perhaps any other theater in the world. 
The principal actors and actresses are 
societaires. At the end of each year they 
divide the profits among themselves, and 
on the presentation of each new piece they, 
after hearing it read, vote for its accept­ 
ance or refusal. The Director’s influence 
is comparatively slight, and the most expe­ 
ditious and surest means of having a piece 
accepted is to choose the actress or actor 
who would play the principal part, 
and by expatiating upon the brilliant 
reputation he would earn for himself, 
flatter his pride and excite his ambition so 
far that he goes to each of his comrades, 
and, like any other politician, says : 
44 Vote for my protege this time, and next 
time I shall vote for yours.” Several 
pieces have found their entrance into the 
Theatre Francais in that manner. When 
“ La Filie de Roland” was read before the 
societaries Sarah Bernhardt saw therein a 
grand role for herself, and used her influ­ 
ence for its acceptance. The majority 
consented, for the reason that they thought 
the public care little for tragedy now, and 
that the piece would not keep the boards 
long. The play had great success, much 
to the chagrin of the majority of the com­ 
pany, who are comedians and who were 
prevented from appearing before the pub­ 
lic. Therefore, remembering the exasper­ 
ating success of 44 La Filie de Roland,” M. de 
Bornier was requested by these societaires 
to carry his wares to another market, and 
leave them to their comedies and arbitrari­ 
ness. The spirit of rivalry took possession 
of the Director of the Odeon, and no 
means were spared to mount the piece with 
all the elegance and eclat the Theatre 
Francais could have made use of. The 
best artists were employed in the painting 
of the decorations and the designing of the 
costumes, and through a careful selection, 
superior artists were brought together, 
who, through ambition and emulation, 
SURPASSED THEMSELVES, 
And won fresh laurels while aiding to 
crown the author. 
M. de Bornier is a 
person of fifty years of age, and although 
he has appeared late in the literary field 
he comes so well armed that he has imme­ 
diately been placed in the front ranks. 
Some two years ago he was proposed as 
candidate for the Academy, but he did not 
succeed in being elected; however, his 
chances are good for a future election, and 
why not ? so many of the members have 
entered with far less heavy and important 
baggage than that of “ LaFille de Roland” 
and “ Attila.” 
Last evening took place at the Grand 
Opera the fifth representation of “ Aida.” 
M. Verdi has been the recipient of so much 
attention and adulation from the Parisians 
that he has found it a difficult thing to tear 
himself away from their embraces. He 
was invited the other day to breakfast at 
the Elysees, where, in his honor, M. Grevy, 
the President, had invited some of the 
most noted artists and officials. After 
breakfast M. Grevy presented the re­ 
nowned maestro with the Cross of the Le­ 
gion of Hfnor. A number, íd fact, the 
greater number, of the abonnes of the 
Grand Opera were not able to be pres­ 
ent at the first representation of “ Aida,” 


ow ing to its tak in g place n o t only in Lent 
b u t holy week, and they specially re­ 
quested M. Verdi to again conduct the 
opera in person for their benefit. 
The 
accommodating composer acquiesced, and 
appointed yesterday eveuiDg, the fifth rep­ 
resentation, for that event. It is scarce 
necessury to add that the same enthusiasm 
reigned as on the previous occasion and 
that Verdi was received with all the furor 
of an Italian audience. 
Yesterday at half-past G in the morning 
I’ROFE.SSOR NORDEXSKJOLD, 
The renowned Swedish explorer, and Mr. 
Palander arrived at Paris. For many days 
the journals have been filled with the ac­ 
counts of the proposed visit of this north­ 
ern savant to the capital of France. Not­ 
withstanding the early hour of his arrival, 
a large delegation was at the depot to re­ 
ceive him. True the majority were mem­ 
bers of the Geographical Society and other 
savants, who usually make it a business to 
see the rising of the sun. One of the wait­ 
ing-rooms of the ¡jare was handsomely dec­ 
orated for the reception of Nordeuskjold, 
whtre he was greeted by the President of 
the Central Commission of the Geograph­ 
ical Society, in the name of the savants 
of 
Europe, by a long but appro­ 
priate speech. After the presentation 
of the different members present Nor­ 
deuskjold and Mr. Palander drove away 
amidst loud huzzas of the crowd stationed 
in the street. Nordenskjold is certainly 
the hero of the moment, and as he is not 
marked with any particular political be­ 
lief, he is neutral ground on which all 
French meet in harmony and good will. 
They are very enthusiastic over Norden­ 
skjold, and last evening the immense crowd 
which collected at the Cirque d’Ete to see 
and hear him, testified to their apprecia­ 
tion. On the platform were collected the 
Minister of Public Instruction and many 
other officials, besides the Prince Royal of 
Sweden, who had come to Paris expressly 
to be present at Nordenskjold’s reception, 
and the Minister Plenipotentiary of that 
country. The two heroes arrived together. 
One is about fifty years of age, is of mid­ 
dle hight, slight frame, and carries his 
head a little to one sidej; his hair is gray 
with reflections of yellow, his eyes are 
half closed behind his gold spectacles, he 
wears a heavy moustache, and his ensemble 
is dry and nervous ; such is Nordenskjold. 
The other, Palander, the captain of the 
Vega, is of light complexion, his entire 
face is covered with a reddish heard, his blue 
eyes have a contemplative expression and 
his straight profile seems to concentrate a 
whole revelation of energy. At the sight 
of these two heroes the applause sounded 
like growing thunder. A hearty welcome 
wa9 expressed to the illustrious explorer 
by one of the orators present, after which 
Nordenskjold recited a portion of his hardy 
voyage. A respectful silence was main­ 
tained and the audience followed his re­ 
cital word by word. A profound emotion 
prevailed when he recounted the obstacles 
which constantly rose up before them— 
the ship a captive in the ice, where it re­ 
mained 294 days, with a temperature 8 
centigrade below zero, without communi­ 
cation whatever, except with the inhab­ 
itants of those unknown countries, whose 
language no one understood, but whom 
they succeeded in comprehending, thanks 
to a vocabulary invented by Palander. 
Nordenskjold then went on to say that the 
fortunate breaking of the ice opened a road 
and permitted them to 
FINISH THE CONQUEST 
Of that unknown so often in vain inter­ 
rogated by navigators. It is assuredly not 
a regular route always free and that it will 
be possible to follow at all times. There 
are other expeditions to be attempted, 
and they will be undertaken. 
That 
which is somewhat mortifying to the 
French at present is the fact that when the 
Vega set out in 1876 nearly all the na­ 
tionalities of Europe were represented on 
board except France. True, at that time 
France was passing through a severe politi­ 
cal ordeal, for it was then the coup d’etat 
was attempted by Marshal MacMahon, 
known as the 16th of May, and little at 
tention was given to science. Norden­ 
skjold is tobe officially received on Monday 
by the Conseil Municipal, who, on this 
occasion, are to make use of all the cere­ 
mony permitted such august bodies. The 
following day a grand dinner is to be given 
him by the Geographical Society. A bust 
of the hero, from the artistic scissors of a 
fellow-countryman, is to adorn the dining- 
hall and to be crowned at the end of the 
dinner. The famous artist Nilsson is to 
be present on the #teasion, and will prob­ 
ably charm the assembly as a Swedish 
warbler. Last evening Nordenskjold was 
the recipient of the grand gold medal of 
the Geographical Society, and it is most 
probable that he will not leave Paris with­ 
out his dining or breakfasting at the 
Elysees, when PresidentGrevy will present 
him with the Cross of the Legion of Honor. 
The poissons d'arril have made their ap­ 
pearance this year as usual. Many a per­ 
son on the first day of this month has been 
the victim of some 
PRACTICAL JOKE, 
But no one to our knowledge has had the 
bad taste to lose his temper over it. These 
poissons d'avril are on exhibition in the 
different toy shops, and are for the most 
part various kinds of fish of pasteboard, 
artistically made and painted. There are 
besides other objects of the same material, 
such as a basket of oysters, different fruits 
and other delicacies destined to delight the 
eye and make the mouth water. Even 
though the recipient of any of these ob­ 
jects be disappointed because they are not 
good to eat, lie is easily consoled with the 
conviction that he is possessor of an objet 
d'art which will remain forever by him. 
On the 1st of April took place the inau­ 
guration of the fifth Exposition of the Im­ 
pressionists. Perhaps you may not know 
who the impressionists are. The public 
here, whether willing to learn or not, has 
had the knowledge forced upon them, for 
the amount of criticism aDd sport exer­ 
cised in behalf of these poor impressionists 
is hardly to be believed. There are revo­ 
lutionists everywhere, in art as in politics, 
and those who rebel against the conven­ 
tional rules of classical art, where one 
reaches the expression of his sentiment by 
a long and dreary road, have chosen to im­ 
mediately convey their ideas to canvas 
even as the inspiration Beizes them. Most 
curious effects have resulted, and it was 
often easy to perceive that the impression 
produced on the stranger was not the same 
as that experienced by the artist. The ma­ 
jority of the pictures might have been 
ticketed 
“ as yo u l ik e IT,” 
For it was just as reasonable to take the 
sea for the sky or the sky for the sea, and 
fortunate if anything so definite could he 
decided upon. To judge from the results 
at which they have at present arrived, one 
is convinced that during these five years 
art has been passing through a painful 
evolution, for bo one laughs at the im­ 
pressionists now, although the old acad­ 
emicians continue to sneer at them. The 
judges of the Salon are artists advanced in 
years and so closely wedded to classical tra­ 
ditions that these young artists were not 
admitted, which led to their opening an ex­ 
position of their own, which has as 
much success as even the Salon. I shall 
visit the Exposition during the week and 
convey you my impressions in my next let­ 
ter.Adelina Patti and Nicolini sang the 
other evening in the salon of the Baronne 
Hirsch the third act of “ Aida.” They 
sang in the costumes of the opera, and 
were paid for their trouble 15,000 francs. 
How many of ns would be willing to open 
our mouths at that price ?

POLITICAL PANACEAS. 


HAMLET'S PHYSICAL DISABILITIES. 
Mr. E. Vale Blake has a paper in the 
May Popular Science Monthly, in which he 
undertakes to argue that Shakespeare 
meant to draw, in Hatnlet, a character in 
which the physical weight of adipose tissue 
overcame will energy, and so produced in­ 
firmity of purpose and abortive action. 
The observation of the Queen concerning 
Hamlet, in the fencing scene, “ He’s fat 
“ and scant of breath,” appears to consti­ 
tute almost the sole foundation for Mr. 
Vale’s hypothesis. He conceives Hamlet 
as a lymphatic, sluggish person, capable of 
powerful emotions under strong provoca­ 
tion, and then volcanic in his outbursts, 
hut always prone to procrastinate and tem­ 
porize through the enervating effect of his 
“ too, too solid flesh.” This idea is worked 
out with a great deal of force and ingenu­ 
ity, and it must be said that it ha3 the 
special merit of making intelligible and 
coherent many thing3 in the play 
which have perplexed commentators 
for generations. 
There is of course 
one consideration which demands no­ 
tice, namely the consideration that 
Shakespeare may not have had any such 
profound and subtle purpose as nearly all 
his commendators insist on ascribing to 
him. The mistake of reading new mean­ 
ings into great authors is one of the com­ 
monest, and we are by no means satisfied 
that much of the literature of Hamlet 
criticism and exposition has not been cf 
this character. Meantime we are free to 
say that Mr. Blake has produced a very 
well arranged and plausible argument, and 
that in several respects it has more force 
than the conventional conception of Ham­ 
let, as a lean, saturnine, and sallow youth. 
Mr. Blake regards him as a florid and cor­ 
pulent blonde—and a blonde he certainly 
ought to be, being a Dane—and attribntes 
his general tendency to vacillation to his 
superabundant fat, 


There has seldom been a period when the 
demand for political reform was more gen­ 
erally recognized than at present, or when 
more hopelessly different remedies were 
proposed in greater profusion. 
In the 
May number of the International Review 
Mr. George W. Julian and Mr. Alliert 
Stickney have papers, the first on “ l’he 
“ Abuse of the Ballot and its Remedy,” and 
the second on “ Government Machinery.” 
Each thinks the plan he proposes can alone 
save the country, each thinks his plan the 
one important consideration, yet neither 
agrees with the other regarding the causes 
of the existing evils, or the methods of 
abating them. Mr. Julian declares, in a 
very energetic manner, that “ the sovereign 
“ remedy for all the evils connected with 
“ popular government is popular govern- 
“ e r u m e n t This he appears to think 
quite a profound utterance. It is in fact 
equivalent to saying “ the best way to 
cease being ill is to get well.” The evils 
connected with popular government are 
each and all the necessary results of the 
normal operation of the principles and 
practices which together constitute popular 
government. Mr. Julian therefore tells us 
that we can only expect to do better by 
ridding ourselves of the inevitable conse­ 
quences of natural law, and this is nonsense. 
The abuse of the ballot, which supplies 
the text for his article, is not the result of 
any special perversity on the part of the 
American voters. The abuses of the “ ma­ 
chine” system have not been produced 
through any abnormal development of wick­ 
edness in the American political classes. 
But on the one hand a steady flow of for­ 
eign immigration has swamped the intelli­ 
gence of our voters, while on the other 
hand a multiplicity of elections and a 
method of choosing public employes in to­ 
tal disregard of their fitness, have estab­ 
lished a class of professional politicians, 
and compelled them to such an expertness 
that the control of political machinery has 
fallen quite naturally into their hands. 
When we look to Mr. Julian for remedies we 
are tempted to xvonder that anyone should be 
capable of taking so hopeful a view of the 
situation, whose dependence is so frail. 
Among the aids to reform he mentions the 
following : “ The necessity for a better sys- 
“ tern of household training, having spe- 
“ cial refereuce to the great moralities of 
“ life ; the need of a thorough reform in 
“ our system of education, in which less 
“ attention shall be given to the study 
“ of ancient languages and more time de- 
“ voted to tiie branches of knowledge 
“ bearing directly upon the practical iuter- 
“ ests of life, such as the science of gov­ 
ernm ent, political economy, aud inoral- 
“ ity; athorough revival and more practical 
“ assertion of the power of the Church as a 
“ moral instructor and guide; and the duty 
“ of the better sort of men in all parties to 
“ bear personal witness to their interest in 
“ the work of political reform by doing 
“ their share of the hard and disagreeable 
“ work required for its accomplishment.” 
We do not think there is any hope of re­ 
form, if it can be attained only by such 
methods as these, for they are one and all 
“ in the air,” and altogether irrelevant. As 
to our schools, where does Mr. Julian 
imagine that the “ ancient languages” are 
taught too much ? Certainly a devotion to 
classics has never been the fault of our 
public schools, and as for our few colleges 
and universities, they educate such a mere 
handful of our youth that their effect 
upon the tone of national sentiment is 
very slight. As regards the influence of 
the Church, it is abundantly evident that 
it has passed its meridian, aud is declining 
rapidly. It will never again be accepted 
as an instructor and guide, for the sufficient 
reason that the majority of men no longer 
recognize its credentials or acquiesce in 
submission to its authority. Whoever ex­ 
amines the existing situation must realize 
this change, and must accord it due con­ 
sideration. 
But, independently of the 
actual decadence of the influence of the 
Church, it is plain that even if that in­ 
fluence existed as of old it would not affect 
the abuses which are now in question. 


Human nature will under all conditions 
inevitably struggle to adapt itself to its 
environment, and consequently there are 
no conceivable forms of government or so­ 
cial leagues under which men cannot live 
or have not lived. Given an inelastic 
machinery or framework of any kind, and 
the community will quickly mold itself to 
it, and thereafter be guided and shaped by 
it. Now in the United States it is as 
usual the system, not the .people, that 
stands in need of reform. Civilization, so 
far as the expansion of a higher culture, 
the development of loftier aspirations, the 
abandonment of barbarous customs, the 
spread of humane and teuder feelings, the 
demand fur esthetic pleasures, the cultiva­ 
tion of public hygiene, the general im­ 
provement of all the methods of fixing, and 
the elevation of most of the theories of 
life, is progressing encouragingly. The 
people are grow ing better in many ways. 
But in governmental affairs corruption and 
usurpation and trickery are rife and uni­ 
versal, aud the danger to society proceeds 
from political sources. Nor can these evils 
be attacked with any success by Mr. Ju­ 
lian’s remedies. His diagnosis of the dis­ 
ease is all wrong, in fact, and his panacea 
would merely heighten the public sen­ 
sitiveness and impatience without at 
all weakening the hold of the corrup­ 
tionists whose practices it is so necessary 
to put a stop to. Mr. Julian thinks there 
is danger that organized wealth in this 
country may support political almse3 
through fear of the justice and intelligence 
of the masses, yet he can propose no better 
mode of avoiding such danger than that of 
relegating all power to the masses. The 
truth is that as the case stands organized 
wealth is liable to support political abuses 
through apprehension of the masses, and 
that this constitutes the greatest peril of 
the republic, and bring3 forcibly to the front 
the rock on which all the republics of the 
old world went to pieces. And it is idle 
to blink the truth that unless we can de* 
vise a way of escape from th¡3 rock, this 
republic too must follow in the old path. 
Wherever in the history of mankind a dem­ 
ocratic community has reached the stage of 
development at which a rich class and a 
poor class are distinguishable, a tendency 
has arisen for the latter to make war upon 
the former, and th¡3 tendency has 
always sooner or later ended in the agree­ 
ment of the rich class to secure protec­ 
tion by surrendering the freedom of the 
State. That is what every Republic has 
ended in heretofore, and that is what we 
must avoid to be saved from the same fate, 


How this can be accomplished is the one 
great problem V>f the tim e; but, if it is 
possible, it must be sought in the improve­ 
ment of the system first. To prevent poli­ 
tics being adopted as a profession ; to pre­ 
vent the usurpation of political power by 
any cliques or factious or parties; to se­ 
cure efficiency, honesty and intelligence in 
the public service ; to do away with three- 
fourths of the myriad elections which 
keep politics always in a ferment at pres­ 
ent ; to establish a just balance of power 
between the State and Federal Govern­ 
ments, checking centralization and making 
disruption impossible ; to eliminate every­ 
thing in the nature of “ spoils ” from poli­ 
tics ; and by these means to encourage the 
participation of our best men in public bus­ 
iness, and the consequent abolition of dem- 
agogism as a bait for office ; these seem to 
us to be among the most vital measures to 
be taken, and every one of them can be ac­ 
complished if a right beginning is made. 
We hold that the beginning, to be right, 
must be made at Civil Service Reform. 
That is the key to our xvhole political 
situation. Until that is regulated no good 
of any permanent kind can be done. And 
England has shown us how the work can 
be accomplished. Half a century ago her 
civil service was as bad as ours. Every­ 
thing went by influence and favoritism. 
Capacity was never thought of. Ministers 
governed the country through patronage. 
Public opinion was a cipher. All this has 
been changed by stripping Parliament of 
patronage, and making merit the touch­ 
stone of admission to the civil service. 
The same policy cau be adopted in this 
country. It is the only one xvhich can 
check the progress of corruption in our 
politics. At present we force our Congress­ 
men to sustain themselx’es by the tricks of 
the “ machine.” It is not the Congressmen 
who are responsible for this; it is the 
people. The latter alone are accountable 
for the survival of a system which throw’s 
all the pow'er of nominating candidates into 
the hands of three or four men, and deprives 
the x’oters of all intelligent choice. The 
fatuous and degrading fancy that all our in­ 
stitutions are the best conceivable, fostered 
sedulously by demagogues, and repeated 
iu a thousand forms, has doubtless done 
much to prevent wholesome analysis of the 
situation. 
But it is to reform of the 
Civil Service that we must look for deliv­ 
erance. Patronage once taken from Con­ 
gress, it will soon be found that the motive 
of the machine has ceased to exist. To­ 
day no man can secure any political ad­ 
vancement without arranging in advance 
with a score of hidden manipulators. He 
must bargain away places before he is 
elected. He must traffic in the property 
of the public which was never intended to 
be at his disposal. He must pay toll to a 
sivarm of political thieves and pirates 
who haunt the political vestibules. It 
is because this is so that our best men 
no longer seek public office ; that the char­ 
acter of Congress declines steadily ; that 
there are 110 longer any great statesmen in 
public life ; that issues of conviction are 
disappearing, and are being succeeded by 
personal issues, and mere wars of factions 
for the spoils. All these demoralizing 
agencies are due in the first place 
to the 
abuse of 
patronage. 
The 
same class of evils naturally finds 
its representatives iu State, county and 
municipal as well as in national politics. 
Everywhere the people are less able to 
make their will felt. Everywhere the least 
honest aud respectable political elements 
are becoming the most influential. 
Re­ 
form the civil service aud this would soon 
cease to be the ca3e. W ith the extinction 
of patronage the professional politician 
w ould find his occupation gone. He would 
be compelled to seek some more useful and 
less mischievous calling, and once more 
self-respecting men could offer themselves 
for legislative or executive positions, with­ 
out the fear of being bound by corrupt 
bargains as a preliminary process. This is 
the initial point of practical reform. After 
it everything else that is necessary will 
como with far less trouble, hut before it 
nothing can be done. To prevent the pos­ 
sibility of usurpation of governmental 
powers, or change of governmental forms, 
by either a plutocracy frightened by mob 
violence into the arms of despotism, or by 
a mob crazed by the sinister teachings of 
demagogues, stable and honest and non­ 
partisan government must he secured; 
and xve know no other svay to secure this 
than that which xve have here indicated. 
THE 
DEVELOPMENT 
OF 
SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA. 
It is always very difficult for those xvho 
five in a country to appreciate i:s capabil­ 
ities. They become so familiar xvith its 
general features that they fail to realize 
their significance, and thus it is often left for 
strangers, coming fresh to the inspection, 
to point out the possibilities of the future, 
and to predict the greatness of the land. 
It may be alleged that there has never been 
any lack of self-appreciation about the peo­ 
ple of California, and that it has been per­ 
haps rather over-praised than depreciated. 
But for all this it is true that the full capa­ 
bilities of this State have never yet been 
realized, and that though many loose ex­ 
pressions liax'e been employed about if, no 
conception of the future xvhich even its 
smallest beginnings indicate, has been at 
all generally formed. At this moment a 
change is taking place in the condition of 
Southern California which a few years 
hence will have been forgotten in the 
rapid growth of that region. This change 
has been brought about entirely by the 
building of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road. 
That is the truth, and it 
ought to be known. 
Southern Cal­ 
ifornia has languished and grumbled 
and dozed and done nothing, for a quarter 
of a century. W ith splendid natural re­ 
sources she was too isolated to prosper. 
All the efforts of her people, to establish 
colonies, to introduce irrigation, to encour­ 
age settlement and cultix-ation in various 
ways, have been most difficult and dis­ 
couraging enterprises until now. It was 
not that they failed in practical parts. Ir­ 
rigation was nex-er more successful. Orange 
and lemon-growing, and wine-making, were 
followed with highly satisfactory results. 
But ex-erything was so far removed from a 
market that the people seemed to be labor­ 
ing against hopeless disabilities, and so 
they fell into a peex-ish, discontented, dys­ 
peptic mood, and lent themselves to all 
kinds of subversive and mischievous doc­ 
trines. 
They were particularly bitter 
against railroads, which they «declared 
unmitigated evils. They so arranged the 
Constitution that it was no longer pos­ 
sible to carry freight to Los Angeles at 


the low rates dictated by ocean com­ 
petition. But the Southern Pacific was 
pushed forward rapidly, despite this ill- 
temper, and presently they began to realize 
that a wonderful thing had happened ; a 
market had sprung into existence for all 
they could produce. A year ago there was 
no sale for anything in Los Angeles. To­ 
day the demand for home produce is so 
large and constant that it cannot be sup­ 
plied. And this is the work of the rail­ 
road. It has brought the trade of Arizona 
and New Mexico to the door of Southern 
California. It has found the latter a per­ 
manent outlet for all her productions. It 
has, as with the wave of a magic wand, 
substituted prosperity for stagnation, 
brisk commerce for sluggish, inducements 
to settlement for discouragements, ex-ery- 
tliing bright and cheerful and beneficial 
for everything gloomy and depressing and 
injurious. Los Angeles and all the south­ 
ern counties are about to be lifted out of 
the Slough of Despond and put forever 
upon their feet, and this sudden and per­ 
manent improvement is the work of the 
Southern Pacific Railway, which this ben­ 
efited section has been cursing and snarl­ 
ing at for years. 
The capabilities of Southern California are 
as yet by no meaus thoroughly exploited. 
The soil is one of the richest under the 
sun. Evep the mesa lands, which a few 
years ago were commonly regarded as 
worthless for any purpose, are capable of 
growing anything under irrigation, and 
there is no difficulty in irrigating them. 
Indeed, this is the land of irrigation, and 
there can be no question that under the 
improved methods of tilling now being 
adopted, it will within twenty years be­ 
come one of the richest regions in the 
country. There is literally no limit to its 
productive capacities, and henceforward 
there'will be no limit to its market either. 
Hitherto the want of a market has been 
the most serious hindrance to progress in 
the Southern counties. It has damped 
enterprise, discouraged industry, and caused 
many pecuniary undertakings to shrivel up 
and die. But the advent of the railroad 
has changed the geographical relations ot 
Southern California. Before, it xvas con­ 
nected to the southxx’ard xvith deterts and 
barrenness generally. 
Arizona afforded 
little trade, and there was nothing beyond. 
Now there is a rich aud growing country 
of 
unlimited extent to 
fall back 
upon, and this xvith a practical mo­ 
nopoly in the hands of the Southern 
Californians. 
They could not compete 
with the South aud East in supplying their 
nexv market with general merchandise, but 
when fruit and wine arc in question they 
have nothing to fear from any rivalry. 
Chicago, St. Louis, New Orleaus, Galx-es- 
ton, are all equally at disadvantage when 
Los Angeles comes forward xvith the 
special products of xvhich she is the agent 
and representatix-e. Nor is there any like­ 
lihood that her advantages in these re­ 
spects will be wrested from her. On 
the contrary, the brilliant promise now 
held out to that section of the State through 
the improvement of her communications 
must attract large accessions to the popu­ 
lation, and cause the present staples to be 
more generally cultivated than even now. 
Fruit and xvine xxill long continue to be the 
special productions of the southern coun­ 
ties, aud there is no reason xvhy they 
should not become as celebrated as the 
fruits and wines of Italy. The people of 
Southern California are beginning to see 
that the Southern Pacific is a beneficial 
enterprise, and xve do not think they will 
retain any desire to “ cinch” the capital 
invested in that undertaking hereafter. 
THE REPUBLICAN STATE CONVENTION. 
There can be no doubt that the Republi­ 
can State Convention faithfully represented 
the predominating public sentiment in in­ 
structing the delegates to Chicago to x’ote 
for James <1. Blaine. The determination 
which the majority iu the Conx-ention 
showed to bind the delegates to this pro­ 
gramme beyond the possibility of escape, 
may be regarded as ^the natural conse­ 
quence of former infidelities to the party 
will. If in the ironclad-resolutions which 
were adopted on this Occasion. there is 
anything repugnant to the spirit of politi­ 
cal independence, those men xvho in former 
years cheated and misrepresented the Re­ 
publicans of California must be held respon­ 
sible for it. The spirit xvhich led to this ac­ 
tion is identical with that which in Nexv 
York has produced that independent move­ 
ment knoxvn as the Young Scratcliers’ 
movement, xvhich was forced upon self- 
respecting citizens as the only pos­ 
sible means of resenting the tyranny 
of the machine. 
It has noxv been 
made manifest in the plainest way that the 
California Republicans will submit to no 
more manipulation of the kind which has 
more than once before caused the defeat of 
the party in this State. The party here 
is for Blaine. Its members feel confident 
that the State can be carried for him, if he 
receives tjie nomination at Chicago. They 
do not feel confident that it could he car­ 
ried for Grant, and therefore it xx’as alike 
their duty and interest to make the ex­ 
pression of sentiment in the Convention as 
pronounced and emphatic as possible. Nor 
will this positive and unmistakable decla­ 
ration be without its influence in other 
States. We beliex’C it may bo asserted 
that upon this question the view taken 
by the California Republicans is the view 
taken by a great majority of ail the 
Republicans 
on 
the 
Pacific 
slope. 
On this side of the mountains Blaine 
is 
the 
favorite, 
and 
no 
other 
candidate 
can 
evoke 
anything 
like the enthusiasm his nomination xvould 
produce. It may be well for those poli­ 
ticians in other States who are noxv work­ 
ing so hard to prex-ent the free expression 
of the popular will in this connection, to 
pause and mark the increasing signs of 
restiveness aud impatience which are gath­ 
ering around them. The indications that 
no candidate who is not indorsed by the 
rank-and-file of the party before the nom­ 
ination can obtain a full party vote at the 
polls, are so unmistakable that persistence 
in the machine programme already suggests 
a doubt xvhether the mauagers are not in­ 
clined rather to throw the Presidency into 
the hands of the Democrats than to forego 
their purpose._________ 
But the instruction of the delegates for 
Blaine was not the only significant inci­ 
dent in the State Convention. The speech 
of Mr. Pixley, in which he asserted that 
he had been unable to represent his oxvn 
ward in San Francisco because he had re­ 
fused to put himself at the disposal of a 
professional “ manager,” called pnblic at­ 
tention once more to a kind of political 


abuse which is assuredly becoming more 
odious and less tolerable every day. Mr. 
Pixley xvas right to be indignant, and to 
express his disgust and anger. W* n 
American citizens are denied admittance 
to State Conventions because they do 
not happen to be acceptable to the 
“ Jemmy Dwyers ” of politics, it is 
timo to let the people know it, and 
to impress the outrage upon them in 
the most forcible way. 
The indispo­ 
sition to submit to this kind of 
degradation is, however, a healthy symp­ 
tom, and like the exhibition of firmness 
made by the Convention, it conveys a warn­ 
ing to those who need it most. The truth 
is that partisan rule is very feeble at this 
moment, even though the machine may 
seem in many of the most important States 
to be in the most complete working order. 
There has never been before so grave a 
doubt as to the ability of conventions to 
carry out pledges made to support the 
nominees of the party, whoever they may 
be. There are candidates xvho are certain 
to obtain the support of the party if nom­ 
inated, but so much cannot be alleged xvith 
any confidence of all the candidates. 
Whether California shall choose Republi­ 
can Electors this fall is a question xvhich 
caunot, as in times past, be deter­ 
mined by ascertaining the extent of the 
party strength, for no politician of average 
sagacity would be willing to assert that 
the full party vote can be polled for who­ 
ever is nominated at Chicago. The same 
uncertainty exists in other States, and 
therefore the seeming power of the ma­ 
chine is largely an illusion, which may 
prove to be wholly insubstantial when put 
to the test. The popular demand for faith­ 
ful and untrammeled representation is 
steadily acquiring volume and significance, 
and those xvho ignore or neglect it this year 
are very unlikely to ha\*e further opportu­ 
nities for controlling national or State 
politics.

DEMOCRATIC DOCTRINE. 
One of the planks of the I’ennsylx’ania 
Democratic platform begins, “ The right 
“ of free ballot is the only means of re- 
‘ ‘ dressing grievances and reforming abuses. ” 
Suppose this be granted, hoxv does it work 
for the Democratic party ? Will it be 
asserted by the press of that party that 
the right of free ballot has been conceded 
to tbe colored voters at the South since 
the xvar ? Doubtless there are Democratic 
journals capable of making that or any 
other assertion, but it is certain that the 
country xvill not believe any declaration of 
the kind. Again, did Governor Gareelon 
and his associate Councilors shoxv any par­ 
ticular reverence for the right of a free 
ballot when they undertook to steal the 
State of Maine by the most wholesale and 
impudent usurpations, forgeries aud frauds 
ever perpetrated in the history of the 
republic? 
Such 
measures 
as 
the 
Pennsylvania Democrats have adopted are 
in truth the thinnest kind of “ molasses to 
catch flies.” Nothing is more firmly estab­ 
lished than the practice of the Southern 
Democrats to prevent the colored citizens 
in that section from exercising the right of 
a free ballot. They have had plenty of 
grievances to redress and abuses to reform, 
but they hax-e not been allowed to touch 
either. 
Democratic doctrine appears to 
cousist in a most profound regard for the* 
ballot whenever the voters happen to be of 
their oxvn way of thinking, and an equally 
profound dislike of it xvkenever it may be 
employed by* their opponents. 
They 
are 
moved 
xvith exceeding 
indig­ 
nation 
at the thought of Federal 
troops being placed near the polls, 
but when White Leaguers or Red Shirt 
Brigades have marched into and surround­ 
ed the polls, aud have by force prevented 
the casting of Republican x-otes, they could 
see nothing objectionable in the proceed­ 
ings. This inability to perceive more than 
one side of a question has been their politi­ 
cal ruin, and their deficient sense of honor 
has precluded them from concealing their 
foible. As a result they adopt the most 
self-condemnatory resolutions with the 
gravity of wooden Indians, and then won­ 
der that everybody does not take them at 
their own valuation. 


CHINESE BELLIGERENCY. 
It is not very easy to ascertain whether 
China really contemplates xx-ar upon Rus­ 
sia, of xvhether the latter Poxver is seeking 
to create that impression for purposes of 
her oxvn. It is hoxvever certain that the 
Grin esc Government is extremely ill satis­ 
fied with the cession of Kuldja, and that 
it is desirous of regaining that province, 
principally because its possession gives 
control of important passes to whatever 
Power holds it. China does not regard 
Russia as a safe neighbor, and that 
is probably the reason of her uneasiness. 
It is also possible that the Beaconsfield 
Government may hax-e supported the 
Pekin Gox-ernment in its resistance to 
Russia, though xve observe that this has 
recently been denitd upon Russian 
authority. China is so doubt capable of 
giving the Russians a great deal of trouble, 
and of involving them in a xvar which 
could not but be protracted and expensive, 
and of which the ultimate gain xvould be 
doubtful, even if the Muscox-ite arms were 
successful. Neither country has any real 
interest in such a conflict, and it is toler­ 
ably certain that under the new Liberal 
Government all the influence of England 
will b j exerted to preserve peace and to 
settle the outstanding difficulties between 
the two powera amicably. 


to quarters promptly, and the brave captain 
fought this overwhelming force for seven 
hours, when the Chileans gave up the con­ 
test and withdrew, leaving the Union but 
little the worse for her terrible encounter. 
Not satisfied with his splendid achievement 
up to this point, the captain of the Union 
determined to obey his instructions literally, 
and to return to Callao in the teeth of the 
blockading squadron. 
Having finished 
coaling he accordingly steamed quietly out 
of the harbor, and on nearing the enemy 
put on such a burst of speed that he fairly 
ran axvay from them before they could 
realize

happening. 
The 
Union san steam fifteen knots, and is, 
therefore, well able to show her heels to 
any ordinary vessel, but there are fexv 
pluckier or more completely successful 
deeds than this in the whole annals of 
naval xvarfare, and the famous Admiral 
Cochrane, after whom the Chilean ironclad 
has been named, would have recognized a 
kindred spirit in gallant Captaiu Manuel 
Villa vicencio. 
GRANT’S CAIRO SPEECH. 
General Grant’s speech at Cairo, Illinois, 
has taken the Stalwarts between wind and 
water, and they do not knoxv xvhich way to 
look for relief. They have endeavored to 
justify the third-term mox-ement by assert­ 
ing that a “ strong m an” xvas needed at 
the helm because the South meditated an­ 
other rebellion, and because the condition 
of that whole reg’on called for the most 
drastic measures. Now General Grant has 
recently made a flying trip through the 
South, and, as he himself says, he has seen 
a hit of every State that was in the re­ 
bellion. Wherever he went he held recep­ 
tions and made speeches, and talked freely 
with the leading citizens, and when he got 
to Cairo, in his own State, he addressed 
the people and told them what impres­ 
sions his Southern tour had made upon him. 
He said, speaking of the Southern States : 
“ It is gratifying to me, and I know 
“ it xvill be to you, that in every one of 
“ them scenes, decorations and speeches 
“ were much the same as xve see and hear 
“ to-day. 
The stars aud stripes xx-ere 
“ floating everywhere. A great portion of 
“ the speakers in every instance were men 
“ xvho in the conflict xx'ore the gray ; anil 
“ the speeches xvhich they made show their 
“ present dexotion to the flag for xvhich 
“ xve fought, and xvhich is all we asked of ¡ 
“ them — that they should respect an d ’ 
“ honor the ¡lag and become good citizens, 
“ and hereafter, if it should he assailed by 
“ a foreign foe, that they should unite xvith 
“ 113 as one people. From the assurances 
“ they give I believe they are sincere, 
“ and I hope they expressed the senti- 
“ ments of the majority.” It is im­ 
possible to see hoxv after this the 
friends of General Grant cau pretend that 
there is anything in the Southern issue. 
In fact their mouths are closed on that 
issue, for they certainly cannot repudiate 
or dispute his authority 011 such a ques­ 
tion, and yet this was the only plausible 
feature in his candidature. If, as he him­ 
self now declares, there is no basis for the 
“ strong man” theory, it follows that his 
candidature must rest upon the record he 
made xxiiile in civil office before. W hat 
that record xvas we have heretofore shown. 
It is one xvhich would fatally handicap any 
candidate. And it is necessary, that this 
collapse of the “ strong man ” movement 
be pointed out noxv, since after the nomi­ 
nation it would not only be still more sig­ 
nificant, but still more impossible to meet. 


such as religion and the relations of the 
sexes, labor and capital, and several 
others. There is no doubt such a pressure 
brought to bear in many regards that men 
often find it easier to conceal their opin­ 
ions, but we cannot heliex-e that this tyr­ 
anny is not far less than it xvas a quarter 
of a century ago. If no marked change 
has taken place in England, assuredly 
such a change has occurred in American 
society, and it is one of the most notice­ 
able features of the times. It is desirable 
that there should be even more freedom 
than exists, but it would he absurd not to 
recognize the extent of the gains which 
have been already made.

A CONGRESSIONAL FOEM. 


A GALLANT NAVAL ACTION. 
The most brilliant and daring feat of 
arms during the xvar between Chile and 
Peru was unquestionably the running of 
the Chilean blockade of Arica by the Pe­ 
ru x-ian steamer Union, commanded by Cap­ 
tain Manuel Yillavicencio. 
The Union 
entered the port in the dusk of early morn­ 
ing, passing between the Chilean ironclad 
Huascar and Amazones, and at once began 
to discharge her valuable cargo of munitions 
of war, and at the same time to take in coal. 
When daylight showed the Chileans how 
they had been circumvented they at once 
prepared to avenge themselx*es by destroy­ 
ing the audacious intruder. Joined by the 
Chilean ironclad Almirante Cochrane, which 
carries six three hundred ponnd guns, 
the cruisers entered the harbor, and disre­ 
garding the fire of the batteries, and of the 
Peruvian monitor Manco Capac, concen­ 
trated their fire upon the Union. As she 
was laying broadside -on to the shore, 
discharging her cargo into lighters, 
she could only work her starboard 
guns, and they 
were but seventy- 
pounders, 
Nevertheless her crew went 


Decidedly the most remarkable literary 
event of the day has just occurred at 
Washington, of all places in the world, 
and, still more singular, in Congress. The 
facts are as folloxv3 : The delegate from 
Wyoming Territory, Mr. Stephen J. 
Downey, is a gentleman of eccentric tend­ 
encies. A short time ago he introduced a 
bill to appropriate .530,000 for paintings by 
living artists commemorating the life, 
death and resurrection of Jesus Christ, his 
idea being that these paintings should be 
hung on the walls of the Capitol, which he 
thought were ab-eady sufficiently enriched 
by representations of scenes from heathen 
mythology. As the House xvas not in the 
humor to listen to his remarks in support 
of this curious bill, he found no 
difficulty in obtaining leave to print 
xvbat be xvas pleased to call an “ argu­ 
ment ” on the proposition. Next morning 
the House was astonished out of its pro­ 
priety by the discovery that the Delegate 
from Wyoming had caused to be printed 
in the solemn pages of the Congressional 
Record a poem iu blank versa and rhyme 
intermixed, numbering 2,700 lines, and 
entitled “ The Immortals.” The poem 
itself is a most extraordinary production, 
and must conxrey abroad the impression 
that the cultivation of esthetics has been 
sadly neglected by our Congressmen. It 
is not only bad verse, but it is nonsense of 
the most pronounced kind, and betrays 
in the author a literary incapacity only 
surpassed by his towering self-conceit. So 
absurd an incident has never before oc­ 
curred in Congressional annals, and while a 
good deal of anger and x-exation has been 
exhibited, and some talk has been had of 
expelling the too enthusiastic poet, 
it is probable that the exclusion of his 
masterpiece from the permanent records of 
Congress is all that xvill come of it. If 
this ridiculous affair should mox*e Congress 
to put an end to the extrax-agant and mis- 
chiex’ous custom of giving leave for the 
printing of undelivered speeches, it xvould 
not have been without its usefulness, but 
we fear this practice offers so easy an 
escape from long-winded and uninspired 
harangues, that Congressmen [xx ill not be 
induced to relinquish it xvithout much 
pressure. Meantime Mr. Downey is the 
first poet xvho ever could say that the 
United States of Amesica had been his 
publishers, and though he may make this 
claim wc do not think the United States 
have any reason to be proud of the cir­ 
cumstance. 
THE GROWTH OF LIBERTY. 
Mr. James T. Mackenzie discusses the 
question of the growth of social liberty in 
the Contemporary Review, in opposition to 
Professor Max Mailer. He is of opinion 
that within the last twenty years liberty 
has rather been curtailed than extended, 
and he thinks that had John Stuart Mill 
been alive he would have repeated all his 
warnings and reproaches with added em­ 
phasis. He takes the ground that the ex­ 
tension of freedom of opinion has been 
more ostensible than real, and that there is 
a poxverful and despotic conventionalism 
which still prevents men from expressing 
their views candidly on many questions,

She handled the reins and whip equal to an 
old ’40 Jehu. 
A fine specimen of a shad, such as used 
to be caught in the Hudson, was on exhi­ 
bition at an Oakland fish market Thursday. 
It xvas captured iu the bay, and weighed 
about a jxmuil and a half. 
In the Territory of Arizona, with a pop- 
lation of 60,000, there are only five 
Protestant ministers and four Protestant 
churches. The churches have a total seat­ 
ing capacity that does not exceed 1,000. 
They are excited in Carson, says the 
Bodie Free Press, over a picture on exhi­ 
bition representing a winter scene in the 
Sierras. We have a picture of that soit up 
here, on a large scale, too. W hat is most 
discouraging, it looks as though it was go­ 
ing to remain on exhibition all summer. 
John M. McPike, of Napa, has just 
made a purchase of 20,000 acres of land in 
San Joaquin valley, and receives with his 
purchase a large amount of grain and live 
stock. He paid for the property §200,000, 
and expects to realize one-half of the pur­ 
chase money from his grain and live stock 
this season. 
Benicia is evidently on the high road to 
prosperity. The recent advent of the rail­ 
road has awakened the dormant energies 
of the property-owners, and they are im­ 
proving their homes and surrounding 
grounds. Several new and cosy little 
houses are noted as already built, anil 
others are in process of construction. Be­ 
sides these, there are large buildings, and 
more valuable improvements, all of which 
make a grand contrast to tile Benicia of 
one year ago. 
Nearly two years ago, says the Alameda 
Argus, a man living in the western part of 
town named Frederick Thomsen was ar­ 
rested on a charge of arson, the circum­ 
stances attending the burning of his house, 
it wAs alleged, warranting the arrest. 
Thomsen xvas kept iu the County Jail six 
mouths before he was tried, anil was then 
acquitted by a jury. He has noxv sued the 
Liverpool anil London and Globe Insurance 
Company for §31,350 damages for false im­ 
prisonment and attendant loss of work ami 
illness. 
The Tucson Record of a late date states 
that the engineers of the Texas Pacific 
Railroad and also of the Atcliison, Topeka 
anil Santa Fe, and Southern Pacific Rail­ 
roads are at present in El Paso, camped 
near Fort Bliss. The Southern Paeitie 
have surveyed their line to within ten miles 
of El Paso. The Atcliison company have 
seized upon the El Paso canyon, and are 
• grading it for the purpose of holding it 
against the other txx-o. The Texas Pacific 
has purchased two tracts of land next to 
old Fort Bliss for the Finn of §11,500. 
The toxvn is full of strangers, aud the rail­ 
road boom is at fe\-er heat. There is great 
excitement in that section. 
A party of gentlemen who yesterday as­ 
cended Mount Davidson—going straight 
up the face of the mountain lrom the city— 
observed asomexvhat singular phenomenon. 
They say that all the ground on the slope 
of the mountain where bare of suoxv xvas 
completely covered with bugs somewhat 
resembling the Colorado beetle. A bright 
orange was the predominant color of the 
beetles, and they xvere present in such vast 
numbers that it was at first supposed that 
the ground xvas covered xvith a bright- 
colored moss. The beetles came up out cf 
the ground, and their only business seemed 
to be to absorb the warmth of tbe sun. 
On the eastern faeo of the mountain the 
snow-banks arc not very deep, bnt on the 
northern slope drifts appear to have formed 
to a great depth.—[Virginia Enterprise, 
April 2itth. 
I.os Angeles farmers are interested in a 
new mode of destroying squirrels and 
gophers, xvhich ha3 been tried with great 
success in Texas. It consists of a portable 
furnace for burning charcoal and snlphur, 
closed at tin: top,’but xvith a pipe leading 
to the ground to convey the fumes into the 
squirrel-holes. Connected with the fur­ 
nace is an air pump of cheap construction 
to force the fumes doxvn. The bottom of 
the furnace has a sharp flange, which cuts 
into the ground around a squirrel-hole, 
forming a tight joint. All the holes in the 
neighborhood are to be filled with dirt, and 
xvhen smoke is seen coming through the 
same care to be taken, and the machine 
mox’ed from point to point until the xvhole 
district is passed over. Thousands of 
squirrels per day may be killed by this 
cheap aud simple method.

Yesterday the Trustees and City Treasurer 
were served with an injunction issued from 
the United States Circuit Court for the Ninth 
Circuit District of California. It was sued 
out by the attorneys of Max Hausineister, of 
Wurteinberg, Germany, aud requires the 
offificers named 
to withhold 
from 
ex­ 
penditure 55 per cent, of the revenue 
of 
the 
city derivable from 
taxes 
for 
the current year, and 55 per cent, of cer­ 
tain revenue from other sources, that the 
same may he applied to the payment of in­ 
terest due upon certain bonds of the city held 
by petitioner. This action need not create 
any surprise. The city lias been liable to it 
at any time within the past nine years, and 
of this fact the city officers have been fully 
aware. 
THE FACTS 
Are briefly as follows: By reason of the chol­ 
era epidemic of an early day, w uen Sacra­ 
mento l>ecame the hospital of the whole 
State, she was saddled with a heavy indebted­ 
ness beyond the power of one generation to 
pay. Following this came tires and floods, 
and to save herself the city had to incur still 
other indebtedness. She finally made herself 
secure, fixed the city upon a firm basis aud 
set her upon the high road to prosperity. The 
city grew, her business expanded, and her fu­ 
ture was no longer a question of doubt. At 
that time the people turned their attention to 
the payment of the city debt, and to get it 
into a shape where a beginning could be made 
it was bonded. The details by which this ag­ 
gregation of the city’s liabilities was effected, 
it is not now necessary to recapitulate. 


THE BONDED INDEBTEDNESS 
Amounted in round numbers to $1,(100,000, 
and bore interest at (1 per cent. The city was 
deemed good, and the bonds were disposed of 
readily. The earliest of these bonds become 
due in 1888, and from that date on in such 
sums that under the system adopted by the 
Commissioners of the bonded debt, the prin­ 
cipal and interest will be paid without distress 
to the people. Iu 1858 a law was passed re­ 
quiring the city government to levy and 
collect a tax of 1 per cent.., to be kuown as 
the tax for the general fund. Of this, 45 per 
cent, it is provided shall be used for city pur­ 
poses, and 55 per cent, shall go into the sink­ 
ing and interest fund. It is also provided 
that 55 per cent, of the fines collected by the 
Police Court, 55 per cent, of the net proceeds 
of collections from witer rate-, 55 percent, of 
wharfage and harbor dues and toils, and 55 
per cent, of the license tax collections shall 
Ire applied in the same way. 
By subsequent enactments the water works 
fund was entirely diverted from the sinking 
oid int- sait fu . 1, permitting it to be Used 
wholly b rother purposes. 


NOW IT HAPPENED 
That city officials, with the full knowledge of 
the people of the city, eaily began to violate 
* Ills law, aifd instead of levying $i for the 
general fund, reduced it first to 80 cents, then 
00, tiien 55. then 50, until at the present 
time but 41-100ths of one per cent, is collected 
for that fund, and hence but 55 per cent, of 
41 cents tax goes to the sinking and interest 
fund. To keep the thing even the city ex­ 
penses have been met by levies for a number 
of special funds from which nothing has been 
set apart for the sinking and interest fund. 
The result has been that the sinking and in­ 
terest fund, though entitled, has not had put 
into it the sum required. 
In 1872 an Ac: was passed creating the 
¡ Board of Funded Debt Commission, and au­ 
thorizing it to use a certain per cent, of the 
annual tax levy for the purpose of buying iu 
the bonds of the city, by off, ring annually to 
redeem so many of them as it was able, aud 
to prefer those offered at the lowest figure. 
By adroit management and wise financeer- 
ing the Commission has succeeded to this 
date in 
curi- 
some $455,000 worth of 
bonds, and, holding them, draws from the 
city the interest thereon, and uses the pro­ 
ceeds to ai l its fund for the purchase of still 
other bonds. This system is rapidly extin­ 
guishing the debt, and will, if not inter­ 
rupted, wipe’ it out silently and without 
trouble. But the city has outstanding 
NINE YEARS 
Of coupons for interest which are unpaid. 
She has paid into the sinking and interest 
fund 55 per cent, of-her general fund, of her 
Police Court fines and the wharfaee ami 
license collections. The interest amounts to 
$93,000 per annum, and of this sum the 
Bonded or Funded Debt Commissioners 
draw, as it will be seen, a large proportion.

drawn hack by the city through her Debt 
Commissioners, who have purchased bonds 
for her. If the city repudiates five years of 
the interest debt arrearage, she will then have 
to discharge but four years of it. 


JUDGE H. O. BEATTY, 
Of the Commission, whose judgment is re­ 
spected by all citizens, and who is thoroughly

Section 1. Section 626 of the Penal Code

shall have any of the aforesaid game, or 
any male deer or buck, or any female deer 
or doe, or any antelope, elk or mountain 
sheep 
in 
his 
possession 
at a time 
when it is unlawful to kill the same, 
as 
provided 
by this section, 
or by 
.Section 628 of this Code, is guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor, and proof of the possession of 
any of the aforesaid game at a time when 
it is unlawful to kill the same within the 
county wherein the same is found shall 
he prima facie evidence, in any prosecution 
for a violation for any of the provisions of 
this section, that the person or persons in 
whose possession the same is found, took, 
killed or destroyed the same in the county 
wherein the same is found, during the 
period when it was unlawful to take, kill 
or destroy the same. 
Section 2. Section 631 of said Penal Code 
of the State of California is hereby amend­ 
ed to read as follows : 631. Any person or 
persons who shall, at any time, net, pound, 
weir, cage, or trap any quail, partridge, or 
grouse, or who shall take from any net, 
pound, weir, cage, or trap, any quail, p art­ 
ridge, or grouse, and retain in his pos­ 
session, or sell, or give aw'av the same, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Section 3. This A ct shall take effect 
from and after its passage.

April 16, 18S0.]

Field says : 
I notice in the correspond­ 
ence between Messrs. Campbell and Bry­ 
son th at they have a controversy about 
which dog was handled the best in their 
match last Fall, and I noticed th at Mr. 
Bryson says he has employed Mr. W hit- 
ford to “ handle ” Gladstone in a proposed 
match against Joe Jr. 
Now, w hat I would

made between the dogs or the “ handlers” 
of the dogs. 
If the dogs are only to be used 
to test the skill of the handlers, then we 
of the Far W est have no interest in the 
match, because it will be a match between 
men and not between the dogs, and the 
best handler will win the most points.

A dog that requii'es to be told where the 
game is and be careful least he flushes it, 
is about on a par with a learned pig and 
requires too much attention to be of much 
service to a sportsman.

F i s h i n t h e D e l a w a r e . — The distri­ 
bution of salmon in the Delaware river, 
says the Trenton True American, has been 
successfully completed under the direction 
of the State Fish Commissioners of New 
Jersey. 
There were 500,000 California 
and 30,000 A tlantic salmon placed in the 
river. 
These were furnished gratis by 
U nited States Fish Commissioner Baird, 
aud the only expense to the State was th at 
of hatching and distribution. 
They were 
nil healthy, and averaged an inch and a 
half in length. 
About 20,000 land-locked 
salmon are hatched and ready for distribu­ 
tion in the cold lakes in the northern por. 
tion of the State. 
The Fish Commission­ 
ers contemplate, during the present shad 
season, by means of artificial propagation, 
adding largely to this species of food fish. 
I’ast experience fully w arrants this step, 
as it has been highly encouraging, not only 
as to supply, but as to the size and quality 
of the fish. 
The work of the Fish Com­ 
missioners of New Jersey has been very 
successful and the results highly encourag­ 
ing and satisfactory. 


C u r e f o r “ S a l m o n e d ” D o g s .— Day­ 
ton, W . T.—I have lived on the N orth 
Pacific Coast over twenty-five years, and 
have lost several valuable dogs by their 
eating salmon. 
As to the reason why, I 
offer no theory ; but I do know that a 
small piece of healthy salmon will kill a dog 
as sure as a dose of strychnine, if nothing 
is done for him. 
The Indians accustom 
their dogs to it by feeding it in small pieces 
when they are young. 
I have tried almost 
everything for a cure, but never found any­ 
thing that would do any good until about 
a year ago, when my setter got “ sal­ 
moned,” and a friend told me to give him 
coal oil. 
I gave him an ounce to begin 
with, and gave him about half a dozen 
doses. 
I could see a change for the better 
from the first dose. 
In a few days he was 
all right. 
I have seen it tried several 
tim es since, and never knew it to fail. 
Any one having a dog ‘1 salmoned ” would 
do well to try this. 
I believe it to be a 
sure care.—[F. M. P .,in Forestand Stream.

The Early Career of an Eminent Song­ 
stress. 


[Nevada City Transcript, April 24th.) 
Mademoiselle Nevada, who is to make 
her debut at H er M ajesty’s Opera House 
in London early next month, is attracting 
great attention from the ablest musical 
critics of Europe. 
The incidents of this 
young lady’s career are of a peculiar na­ 
ture, and will bear being briefly related in 
view of her present eminent position. 
I’ostmaster Holbrook of this city says 
th at while in Georgetown, El Dorado 
county, in the year 1853, he saw a man 
and 
woman 
attracted 
his 
attention, 
and a t the same time observed th at they 
were people who seemed by nature and 
training intended for a higher calling than 
they were engaged in. 
In 1856 he came 
to Alpha, then a live mining camp, but 
now a small settlement, tw enty miles 
northeast of this city. 
In the landlord 
and landlady of the hotel at Alpha he 
recognized the same parties he had seen 
while 
at 
Georgetown. 
These 
people 
were Dr. Wixom and wife. 
The former 
was also engaged in the practice of medi­ 
cine. 
About 1857 a girl baby was born to 
the couple. 
One Fourth of July, when 
the child in question had become about 
four years old, a grand celebration was 
held at Alpha. 
Senator Sargent delivered 
the oration, and a brass band furnished 
the music. 
Dr. Wixom stood near the 
musicians with his little girl, whose soul 
seemed wrapped up in contemplation of 
the strains from the instruments. 
“ Papa, w on't you ask the men to play 
th at piece you have told me so much 
about ? ” she whispered, referring to a se­ 
lection of considerable difficulty th at she 
had often heard mentioned. 
H er desire was gratified. Before the last 
notes of the music had died away on the 
mountain air, the child began to sing in a 
clear, bird-like voice, and reproduced faith­ 
fully in “ tra-la-las ” the tune she had just 
heard. 
The miners appreciated the efforts 
of the prodigy, and their delight was ex­ 
pressed in ringing huzzas. 
W hile “ Pet ” was yet a mere toddler, 
her parents moved from this county to the 
Slate of Nevada, and her mother died. 
The father of “ P e t” (in later days known 
as Emma) sent her to Mills’ Seminary, 
where her vocal talents were frequently 
displayed at musicales and concerts given 
by Professor Kelleher. 
For some time she 
has been studying voice culture under some 
of the leading masters of Europe. 
H er 
age is in the neighborhood of tw enty-three 
years. 
And this is a glimpse at the early career 
of one who bids fair to rival the greatest 
singers the world has ever produced. 
If 
all the incidents in her experience were 
raked up from the misty past and put in 
print, they would constitute a weird and 
romantic tale of ups and dewns, trium phs 
and discouragements.

homes. 


BALZAC AND THE BOOKSELLER. 


How a Family Secretly Lived Upon the 
Roof and Kept a Cow. 
A queer story is told of the W inter Pal­ 
ace of the Czar, which may be given as 
illustrating the great extent of the place, 
and the possibilities of mischief it affords. 
In the time of Nicholas, the father of the 
present Czar, a number of sentries were 
posted on the roof to guard against fire or 
foes. 
Finding the climate up there not 
altogether so comfortable as could be 
wished, this permanent watch at length 
contrived to convey onto the roof, the ma­ 
terials for a number of huts or cabins, 
which in course of time they erected under 
the shelter of the chimney stacks. 
So 
snug and cosy did they manage to make 
themselves, th at it at length occurred to 
the married men among them that, as there 
was 
plenty 
of 
room up there, they 
might as well enlarge their establishments. 
Accordingly wives and families, one after 
another, found their way out on to the im­ 
perial leads. 
Several of the single mem­ 
bers of the guard, finding such a tem pting 
opportunity of setting up housekeeping 
economically, took wives to themselves, 
and after a while quite a considerable col­ 
ony had sprung up. 
How far the develop­ 
ment might have gone on if the individu­ 
als composing this parasitic little village 
had been reasonably cautious and careful 
in their behavior it is difficult to guess ; 
but the establishment of families among 
the chimneys of the palace led gradually 
to the accumulation of domestic animals. 
Fowls multiplied amazingly, and goats be­ 
came numerous and flourished so well in 
the bracing atmosphere th at at length it 
was suggested th at a cow might be con­ 
veniently added to the farm stock. 
How 
the animal was elevated we are not in­ 
formed, but it is stated as a fact that it 
was by some means hoisted to the roof, 
and was eventually the ruin of the com­ 
munity. 
The lowing of the cow came to 
certain official ears, and led to an investi­ 
gation and the total breaking up of the 
queer little society. 
Even at th at time it 
is said th a t the Russian Emperor felt so 
little confidence in his personal security 
th at nobody ever knew in which bedroom 
he was going to sleep. 
A large number 
were always kept ready and unoccupied, 
and at bedtime the Czar would quietly slip 
into any one of them selected at the mo­ 
ment. 
The W inter Palace is described as 
the largest palace in the world, being one- 
third larger than th at of the Emperor of 
Austria, and 
unsurpassed 
in point of 
splendor. 
I t is the residence of the Czar 
and his court during the winter, aud stands 
on the left bank of the Neva, on the site 
of a house which, in the reign of Peter the 
Great, belonged to his High Admiral, 
Count Apraxin, who bequeathed it to Em­ 
peror Peter II. 
It was so completely de­ 
stroyed by fire in 1S37 th at it was neces­ 
sary to rebuild it, and one of the not least 
remarkable facts connected with it is that 
its present form was the work of two short 
years. 
The palace is four stories high, or 
about eighty feet. 
The frontage is 455 
feet in length, and the breadth 350 feet. 
The principal entrance is from the Neva, 
and leads by a magnificent flight of marble 
steps to the State apartments of the palace. 
A gateway, in the center of the building 
facing Alexander's column, opens into a 
large court. 
The most magnificent apart­ 
ments are the Throne Room of Peter I., 
where the diplomatic corps generally pre­ 
sent their congratulations of New Year’s 
d a y ; the W hite Hall ; the Hall of St. 
George—a parallelogram of 140 feet by 60 
fe e t: the Gallery of the Field Marshals, 
and the Alexander Gallery. 
The interior 
is most gorgeous, suites of splendid halls 
being filled with marble, malachite, va9es 
and pictures ; while the crown and other 
jewels are of almost inestimable value. 


PREACHING BY TELEPHONE. 


In the good old days when the Belgian 
publishers were pirating French books, and 
even selling them in Paris, Balzac suffered 
very severely from the competition, which 
was all the more aggravating because he 
could not lay hands on the publisher or his 
agents. 
One day, however, as he was going 
through the Palais Royal he espied impu­ 
dently displayed in the window of a dealer 
one of the books in question. 
The blood 
in his veins boiled, and lifting his cane, 
the author of the “ Comedie H um ane” 
smashed the pane of glass into a thousand 
pieces. 
Out rushed the shopkeeper, white with 
rage. 
_ 
“ Sir, I saw you smash my window.” 
“ I do not say th at I didn’t.” 
“ You know w hat the proverb says, 
‘ Men who break windows have ’ ”— 
“ ‘To pay for them .’ 
I have heard the 
proverb in question, and generally it is cor­ 
rect.” 
“ Do you mean to say, sir, th at this is to 
be an exception to the general rule ? ” 
“ It may be.” 
“ You are jesting, sir.” 
“ Do I look as if I was?” 
“ Are you going to pay for th at w in­ 
dow ?” 
“ N ot if I can help myself.” 
“ I ’ll send for the Commissaire.” 
“ Send for the Commissaire, then.” 
The magistrate arrives, and having heard 
the evidence, bids the stranger to pay 15 
francs to the bookseller. The stranger does 
so, and adds politely : 
“ M. le Commissaire, through this pane, 
which I broke in order to obtain the pleas­ 
ure of your acquaintance, you observe a 
novel by Honoré de Balzac, which W erdet 
alone is authorized to publish. 
You will 
perceive th at the publisher’s name is Meline 
of Brussels, an eminent pirate of French 
books. 
This gentleman, whose window I 
took the liberty of smashing, is dealing in 
illicit goods, a m atter for which he will 
have to answer before the Courts. 
In or­ 
der to insure his conviction, it was neces­ 
sary for me to have the evidences of his 
guilt impounded in a manner th at there 
could be no donbt, so I lured him into 
sending for you. 
I am M. de Balzac.” 


Two gushing Boston girls walking one 
day in the suburbs found a mile-stone, for­ 
gotten in the march of improvement. One 
of them stopped and read the half-effaced 
inscription, “ 1. m. from Boston,” and re­ 
marked : 
“ Here is a grave, perhaps of 
some young girl, who wished it w ritten on 
the tombstone, ‘ I’m from Boston.’

The congregation of Plym outh church, 
Brooklyn, was widely scattered yesterday, 
for the sermons were transm itted to vari­ 
ous points in New York and New Jersey 
through the telephone. 
The transm itters 
in the church were placed under the Mount 
Olivet table on the platform. 
The instru­ 
ments were arranged by Charles E. Clin- 
nock, the electrician of the Bell Telephone 
Company, so th at whichever way the 
preacher turned his words were caught up, 
even as he walked up and down his fifteen- 
foot rostrum, and carried along the circuit. 
Instrum ents were placed in the Brooklyn 
office at 342 Fulton street ; at the home of 
Alfred E. Beach, Nineteenth street, New 
York ; at the executive office of the com­ 
pany, Twenty-first street, New York ; at 
Newark and Orange ; at the home of Mr. 
Chinnock, Nassau street, Brooklyn; at the 
home of Robert Brown, Carlton avenue; 
at the Nassau street, New York, office; at 
the Jersey City branch office; at the home 
of H. W . Pope, General Superintendent 
of the company, at Elizabeth. 
This was 
the first attem pt to transm it a sermon on 
such an extended scale, and was regarded 
as sufficiently successful to demonstrate 
the possibility of distributing a sermon to 
any number of hearers. 
Owing to the necessity for concealing 
the transm itters from the congregation, as 
well as to the drawback of having but one 
wire, the sound was not at all times dis­ 
tinct, but was interrupted by inquiries 
from various points on the circuit. 
W hen­ 
ever the preacher thumped his bible there 
was a whiz and w hirr th at was anything 
but solemn. 
The music of the choir of the congrega­ 
tion and the soloist were heard plainly all 
over the circuit, but the big organ sounded 
like a very diminutive melodeon. 
The 
Bermons were rather disconnected, from 
the fact th at the listeners at the instru­ 
ments were constantly changing, and occa­ 
sionally the wires would get crossed or the 
plugs pulled out, so th at the discourse 
would get mixed with the messages. 
The 
morning sermon ran something like this : 
“ W hat can be more pitiful [H allo! 
Hallo !] than the spectacle recently pre­ 
sented at W est Point? 
[Hallo! Chin— 
referring to Mr. Chinnock, the electrician 
—don’t cut me off.] 
How is the young 
man treated? [There, you’ve cut me off 
again.] 
H e was ostracised by bis com­ 
rades. 
[Hallo ! Beach ! Hallo !] 
Insults 
were showered upon him. 
[Put th at plug 
in a little tighter.] 
He works his way on­ 
ward. 
B ut the detestable prejudice of 
those who should have been his comrades 
and associates [Stop calling and listen, will 
you ?] single him out [Brown, be quiet] for 
persecution, and the brutal [whirr-r-r-r-r ! 
—caused by the preacher pounding the 
table], cowardly outrage [here a sound like 
the clashing of cymbals], with accounts of I 
which the newspapers have been teeming ! 
for a week, is committed upon him .” 
As soon as all the listeners got quiet, 
however, the sermons were heard with dis- ¡ 
tinctness, and when the number of listen­ 
ers on the circuit was decreased, the sound 
became much more distinct than when the . 
circuit was open for all. 
Mr. Chinnock : 
said th at with a separate transm itter and a 
separate wire there would be no trouble 
whatever in hearing the whole of any ser­ 
vice without any interruption. 
The pecu­ 
liar tone and accent of the preacher were 
easily recognizable, and the sermon might 
have been heard by any one of the 3,500 
persons who are in communication w ith the

THRILLING ESCAPE FROM INDIANS. 


Just below Kanawha Falls, in West Vir­ 
ginia, writes a correspondent of the Louis­ 
ville Courier-Journal, is an overhanging 
rock of immense size jutting out about one 
hundred feet over the seething whirlpool, 
aud about the same height above. 
This 
was once the scene of a remarkable adven­ 
ture. 
The Indians were in hot pursuit of 
Van Bibber, a settler and man of distinc­ 
tion in those early times. 
He was hard 
pressed, aud all access to the river below 
and above being cut off, be was driven to 
this jutting rock, which proved to be the 
jumping-off' place for him. 
He stood on 
the rock, in full view of the enemy above 
and below, who yelled like demons at the 
certainty of his speedy capture. 
He stood 
up boldly, and with his nffe kept them at 
bay. 
As he stood there he looked across 
the river—saw his friends—bis wife with 
her babe in her arms, all helpless to render 
assistance. They stood as if petrified with 
terror and amazement. 
She cried at the 
top of her voice : “ Leap into the river and 
meet me !” 
LayiDg her babe on the grass, 
she seized the oars and sprang into the 
skiff alone. 
As she neared the middle of 
the river her husband saw the Indians 
coming in full force and yelling like de­ 
mons. 
“ Wife, wife,” he screamed, “ I'm 
coining; drop down a little lower.” With 
this he sprang from his crag and descended 
like an arrow into the water, feet foremost. 
The wife rested on her oars a moment to 
see him rise to the surface, the little canoe 
floating like a cork, bobbing about on the 
boiling flood. 
It was an awful moment; 
it seemed an age to her ; would he ever 
rise ? Her earnest gaze seemed to pene­ 
trate the depths of the water, and she 
darted her boat farther dowu the stream. 
He rose near her ; in a moment the canoe 
was alongside of him, and she helped him 
to scramble into it amid a shower of arrows 
and shot that the baffled Indians poured 
rnto them. 
The daring wife did not speak 
a word ; her husband was more dead than 
alive, and all depended on her strength 
being maintained till they could reach the 
bauk. 
This they did, just where she had 
started, right where the babe was still 
lying, crowing and laughing. 
The men 
pulled the skiff high up on the sand, and 
the wife slowly arose and helped to lift 
Van Bibber to his feet. 
He could not 
walk, but she laid him down by his babe, 
and then, seating herself, she wept wildly, 
just as any other woman would have done 
under the circumstances. 
That babe is 
now a grandfather, and that rock is called 
“ Van Bibber’s Hock ” to this day.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


Tlie (a rto n M int O iiration—ria ln T alk 
front D irector Itu rrliard .

W ashington, April 30th.—It having been 
assigned as a reason for the temporary closing 
of the Carson Mint last November that suf­ 
ficient bullion could not be purchased to keep 
the Mint in operation, Representative Rag­ 
gett, on the 12th instant, addressed a letter 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, propound­ 
ing sundry interrogatories concerning the 
cost of transportation of uncoined and coined 
bullion from San Francisco to New York or 
Washington, from Carson to New York and 
San Francisco, and from San Francisco to 
Virginia City, with a view of ascertaining 
why bullion could not be purchased, coined 
and shipped East as cheaply at Carson as at 
San Franeisco. Secretary Sherman has to­ 
day sent to Raggett a detailed answer in the 
form of a letter from the Rirector of the 
Mint. 
Rirector Burchard first notices a statement 
•of Representative Raggett, that the bullion 
produce of Nevada is to a large extent con­ 
sumed in the payment of the cost of produc­ 
tion, and that the removal of uncoined gold 
and silver from the State, consequent upon 
the closure of the Mint at Carson, subjects 
the producer to charges for transportation of 
his bullion. 
Burchard, in reply to this complaint, re­ 
marks that the Carson Mint is now, and has 
been continually, open for the deposit of 
gold bullion and the purchase of silver 
bullion, and a bullion fund has been main­ 
tained, by means of which gold depositors 
and silver sellers have been paid the value of 
the bullion by them delivered as soon as it 
could be ascertained, but although it has 
thus been continually open for the purchase 
of silver bullion in lots of lass than 10,000 
ounces at the same rates as at the San Fran­ 
cisco Mint, and although at the same time 
the Department has been ready to receive 
and consider offers for the sale of larger lots, 
yet from July 1, 1879, to April 1, 1880, only 
308,000 ounces of silver bullion has been 
delivered at the Mint, being but little 
more than the supply for one month's coin­ 
age if the Mint was run to its full capacity. 
“ This,” continues Burchard, “ is a diffi- 
eculty over which the Department has no con­ 
trol. The owners of bullion cannot be com­ 
pelled to deposit or sell the same against their 
inclination. The Carson Mint was closed for 
coinage for the reason that sufficient silver 
bullion—the deposits of gold being merely 
nominal—could not be procured.at the market 
rate to continue the coinage operations. The 
cost of coining at Carson is slightly in excess 
of that at San Francisco, because the cost of 
obtaining supplies is somewhat greater ; but 
this fact was not taken into consideration in 
suspending the coining operations.” 
In conclusion, Rirector Burchard says that 
sufficient bullion has been purchased at the 
Carson Mint to run it until the commence­ 
ment of the annual settlement next June, and 
refers to the order given on the 16th instant 
for the resumption of coinage operations, but 
he makes no promise to continue them during 
the next fiscal year. 
F iguring (he Strength o f Grant anil 
Blaine. 
New Yobk, April 30th.—The Tribune says : 
Yesterday was Blaine’s day. The California 
Republican Convention is reported to have 
been “ unanimous ” for him, and the delega­ 
tion was instructed to act as a unit. This 
means twelve votes for Blaine in the Chicago 
Convention, and it is an index of the unani­ 
mous Blaine sentiment of the Pacific coast. 
The Blaine sentiment among South Carolina 
delegates, which was known to exist before 
the Convention met, is making itself heard. 
Dispatches received late Wednesday night 
gave Grant and Sherman each five delegates 
and Blaine four, but said all would no doubt 
obey their instructions, which were to vote 
as a unit for Grant. The Blaine Club in 
Washington now has advices that six of the 
delegates will support the Maine Senator 
from the beginning. The wish may be father 
to the expectatian, but, in any event, the 
moral effect of a solid delegation is destroyed. 
The results of the Maryland Republican pri­ 
maries show that the Blaine men control 15 
counties out of 24. ana will, of course, do 
what they please with the State Convention. 
One offset to all this is the election of an in­ 
structed Grant delegation from Arkansas. 
This brings 12 votes to the Grant column, 
and is headed by ex-Senator Dorsey and 
Clayton, who liked the first and second terms 
well enough to be anxious for a third. 
Cnpreredented Im m igration. 
N ew Y oke, April 30th.—The arrival of 
3,850 immigrants at Castle Garden yesterday 
makes the total for the month thus far 
43,261, which is a greater number than ever 
before landed here in any one month. There 
has been a large increase in immigration of 
Hungarians, owing to the terrible distress 
which prevails in the northern districts. 
People have been reduced to the lowest 
depths of destitution. Hundreds of families 
are fleeing from the sufferings awaiting those 
who remain. It is said that the authorities 
of Hungary are becoming alarmed at the 
large emigration of their people, and are be­ 
ginning to consider means to check this de­ 
population of their couutry. 
N ew Y ork, April 30th.—Six ocean steam­ 
ers arrived to-day, bringing 3,386 immigrants 
from all parts of Europe. The total arrivals 
for April is 46,118, the largest number ever 
landed at Castle Garden in a month.

New Y ork, April 30th.—The “ rivet 
suit ” of Levi Straus A Co., of San Fran­ 
cisco, against H. W. King & Co., of Chi­ 
cago, for an infringement of the patent for 
protecting pocket-openings of garments from 
ripping by means of rivets, was to-day de­ 
cided in favor of plaintiff by Judge Blatch- 
ford, in the LTnited States Circuit Court. 
The action has been pending since 1876, and 
vas vigorously contested. Over 400 wit- 
esses were examined all over the United 
¡States. The Court overrules the alleged de­ 
fense, sustains the novelty of the patent 
:id the ability of the invention. It holds 
< c fendants to be infringers, and orders a 
decree against them for a perpetual injunc- 
¿..jo and damages. 
The W ine M arket. 
New York, April 30th.—The Bulletin says 
nf French brandies and wines: Prices are 
\ery firm in all the markets. Wines from 


the center of France and white wines are very 
scarce, and new Cher wines, although poor 
in color, are quoted at 105 francs per tierce. 
There is no doubt that wine will command 
high prices duriDg the year, whatever may be 
the outlook for the crop. A letter from 
Condom, April 11th, says: “ Some samples 
of 1879 and 1878 were presented at the mar­ 
ket, but most of them were very deficient in 
quality. The vine is progressing favorably, 
but old stocks are backward. The market 
in general is very firm.” 
Destructive Fire.

D eadw ood (D. T.), April 30th.—In the 
case of Porter Warren et al. versus the 
County Treasurer and Register of Reeds et 
al., to compel the restitution of certain 
bonds alleged illegally obtained, to-day ex­ 
County Commissioner Jones swore that for a 
consideration of §2,000 each the old Board 
of Commissioners, comprising himself, W. 
I,. Sacket and Richard King, illegally allowed 
Neill, the County Treasurer, §14,000, and 
McKinnis, the Register, §3,000, for services 
in funding the county debt. Neill and 
McKinnis were immediately arrested and 
placed under 88,000 bonds each. The Com­ 
missioners were permitted to go on their own 
recognizance. 
The Dom iell.v-H iilej -Springer Case. 
W ashington, April 30th.—In the Don- 
nelly-Finley-Springer case to-day Finley fur­ 
ther explained his letter to Springer, and was 
sharply questioned as to the expression “ 1 
hold close and confidential relations,” and 
said he referred to Donnelly’s constituents in 
Minnesota, but confessed that he had not 
been in Minnesota since 1877. He had writ­ 
ten to Hewitt that the air was full of rumors 
of money being used to keep Washburn in 
his seat, and Hewitt responded that Tilden 
was not interfering in the contest. 
Donnelly testified that he did not write the 
anonymous letter, inspire or know who wrote 
it. He first saw it March 9th, when he told 
Mrs. Springer that the handwriting seemed 
like that of W. S. King of Minnesota. He 
had promised Springer to do his best to dis­ 
cover and punish the writer. Springer said 
he would rather give §10,000 than have the 
matter get into the papers. Springer thought 
Finley wrote it. Witness thought there was 
no similarity in the writing. 
W ork of Drunken Desperadoes — Case 
Tried by Sections. 
D eadw ood (D. T.), April 30th.—A Camp 
Sheridan, Neb., dispatch says: Last night 
two desperadoes, named Hill and Porter, 
while drunk, entered an Indian camp and 
raised a quarrel with the inmates, shooting 
and almost instantly killing Gray Eyes, a big 
medicine man among the Sioux, and wound­ 
ing his squaw in the leg. The desperadoes 
have been turned over to the civil authorities 
and placed in the guard-house heavily ironed 
and securely guarded. 
The jury in the famous Bowlder Ditch wa­ 
ter case brought in a verdict to-day greatly 
in favor of the Homestake Company, and 
satisfactory to the other side. The case was 
tried partly by jury and partly by the Court. 
The latter part is now occupying the atten­ 
tion of the Court. 
The W hittaker Inquiry. 
W est P oint, April 30th.—In the Whitta­ 
ker inquiry case Hagen, the expert, said : “ I 
am prepared to testify that the handwriting 
of the specimens numbered 9 and 10 is the 
handwriting of the person who wrote the 
note and contents addressed to cadet Whitta­ 
ker.” Replying to questions, Hagen stated 
that he had noticed some attempts to dis­ 
guise, in one other handwriting than that 
of the anonymous note, the handwriting in 
one of the sentences submitted him. He 
had asked for additional specimens of this 
hand, and found in it one or two resemblances 
to the anonymous note, but not sufficient to 
warrant an opinion. 
The Recorder had no more witnesses ready, 
and the Court adjourned to next Tuesday.

W ashington, April 30th.—The Demo­ 
cratic Senators and Representatives are gen­ 
erally greatly pleased with yesterday’s pro­ 
ceedings of the Harrisburg Convention, and 
are very hopeful that a good Presidential 
ticket will carry Pennsylvania for the Demo­ 
crats. It is conceded, as one effect, that 
Speaker Randall will not have any opposi­ 
tion within his party to his re-election to 
Congress, and should the Democrats carry 
the Legislature Senator Wallace will be the 
unanimous choice of his party for re-election 
to the Senate. There is a very decided ex­ 
pression of opinion at the Capital, however, 
that the result of the Convention puts a 
damper on the Presidential prospects of not 
only General Hancock, but Speaker Randall 
as well, inasmuch as neither of them has his 
State behind him with unanimity, without 
which it is hardly to be expected that other 
States will rally to either as an available can­ 
didate. R elief for General Sutler. 
W a sh in g t o n , April 30th.—Booth to-day 
introduced in the Senate a copy of the House 
bill for the relief of General John A. Sutter, 
appropriating §50,000 to reimburse him for 
services to the early settlers, and to indemnify 
him for the loss of his famous Sobrante 
grants. The same bill has been reported fa­ 
vorably by the House Claims Committee in 
several Congresses, but has always failed to 
get further than the House calendar. 
Colliery Troubles In Illinois. 
B e llv ille (111.), April 30th.—The owners 
of coal mines here, tired of the dictation of 
the miners, will make a fight at once and 
close their mines to-morrow night until they 
can run them on their own terms. It is not 
a question of wages hut of policy which in­ 
duces this action. The miners are insolent, 
aud unreasonable in their demands. An out­ 
break is feared as the miners are threatening 
in their manner. The Governor has sent the 
Sheriff help to preserve order. 
St. Loüis, April 30th.—Advices from 
Belleville late to-night are to the effect that 
two mine-owners discharged their men to­ 
day, closed their pits, and that all operators 
who are members of the Coal Exchange will 
take the same action to-morrow. The opera­ 
tors who do not belong to the Coal Exchange, 
or what is known as the pool, will continue 
work. The miners are feeling incensed at 
the turn things have taken, but so far there 
are no indications of an outbreak or any 
evidence that violence will be resorted to. 
Conference of R epresentative R epubli­ 
cans. 
New Y ork, April 30th.—A conference of 
representatives of the New York Independ­ 
ent Republicans of the National Republican 
League of Pennsylvania and of the Young 
Republicans of Massachusetts was held here 
to day, and resolutions adopted expressing 
sympathy with the callers of the St. Louis 
mass convention, and agreeing that the above 
mentioned Associations, having similar views, 
should send delegations to Chicago to make 
strenuous opposition to the nomination of 
candidates they consider objectionable, and 
to urge a strong civil service reform plank in 
the Chicago platform. 
Serious Split Among (he Tennessee Re­ 
publican*. 
C hattanooga. April 30th.—The Republi­ 
can Executive Committee recently selected 
Grant delegates to the State Convention, but 
deep dissatisfaction caused a call for a mass 
Convention, which met here to-day, and was 
intensely exciting. Of the thirty new dele­ 
gates appointed, 20 are for Sherman, 3 for 
Grant and 5 for the Chicago nominee. The 
war will result in a serious split. 
Another Disastrous Storm. 
N ew Y o rk , April 30th.—The storm on the 
Sound last night was the severest in years.

London, April 30th.—Yesterday’s rise in 
the price of silver was in consequence of the 
announcement that the amount of India bills 
offered Wednesday next will be reduced five 
lacs, making a reduction of £1,000,000 in the 
weekly total since the commencement of the 
India financial year. This caused a decided 
improvement in the rates of exchange on 
India and China, and the silver market 
naturally became very firm, though there was 
no business done, in consequence of the ex­ 
haustion of supplies. 
Persecution o f Jew s In M oravia. 
V ienna, April 30th.—During a fire at 
Greesbach, Moravia, some malicious persons 
incited the mob to attack the Jews. One 
Jew was mortally injured, another had a 
hand cut off, and the others were saved with 
the utmost difficulty.
